
ELDERS WANT AMNESTY FOR WARRIORS

It's a hot September 
afternoon in Chateau- 
guay. Within the limits of 
the Kahnawake reserve, 
beyond the barricades, 
people are getting on 
with life. Mothers are out 
pushing their babies in 
strollers. Golden Age 
Centre members play 
Wednesday afternoon 
bingo, peacekeepers 
(Mohawk police) patrol 
the area, and "warriors" 
are posted at the bar- 

1 ain't a warrior," says 
James, 18, from his 
position at one of the 
reserve entrances. "I'm 


be a warrior or a peace¬ 
keeper to want to protect 
what's yours." Posted 
with James are Elvin 
Zachary, 16, and Noey, 

20. Peacekeeper Billy 
Diabo drives up to check 
on the situation. Not 30 
feet away sits an army 
tank staffed with men 
from the Royal Canadian 
2nd Battalion infantry - 
combat arms. 

"The reason for the 
blockade is to check for alcohol. Our main 
objective is to keep it out," says Diabo. "Right 
now, there is zero reserve tolerance." 

To prove his point, the four peer into an 
approaching car and ask the driver to open his 
trunk. Satisfied after a quick look, they wave the 
driver on. 

Elvin Zachary goes to school. Part of the 
curriculum offered to students is a job training 
program. He is concerned that this year he will 
not be allowed to return to the Mazda plant in 
Chateauguay where he was working the year 
before. "I like mostly everybody in 


Chateauguay," says Zachary. "We should be 
allowed to go on working there." 

None of the group at the barricade has 
experienced any confrontation with the army or 
the Surete du Quebec. 

"The army is okay. We talk to them 
occasionally and a few days ago we bought food 
off their canteen," says Diabo. "If they weren't 
here they might be sitting in Kuwait. I think 
they'd rather be here." Lieutenant Doucette, 38, 
leads the army's 2nd Battalion infantry. "We're 
maintaining our presence by a shift system," he 
says. "We've been doing this job since the 


(Merrier) bridge opened." 

The infantry stationed on Kahnawake 
grounds has no affiliation with the Quebec 
police force. "We're just here to keep the peace," 
says Doucette. "It's been neutral so far. We have 
no bias toward one side or the other." 

Besides providing a benign presence, the 
army will occasionally spot-check automobiles, 
looking mainly for weapons. "As for the 
Natives, the more radical warriors are from the 
U.S.," says Private Lourenco. "From what we've 
seen, the Mohawks are nice people."

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Racism Coming Out In The Open 


For a long time/ the racism inherent within 
our society has been obvious enough to anyone 
who really cared to look and to those people 
who are discriminated against. Yet many people 
have chosen to ignore facts such as that in the 
United States, half of all black children live in 
poverty, or that in Canada, the personal income 
of Natives living on reserves is approximately 
one-half of the national average. 

Indeed, such tunnel-visioned people 
found out that if they just steered clear of 
the reserves, or stayed out of the black 
ghettoes, they didn't have to be confronted 
by - or bothered with - the desperate 
situation that members of minorities face 
in our society. Even better, these people 
didn't have to feel guilty. 

While this is not always a highly visible 
form of racism, it is rendered no less 
despicable. 

At the same time, racism in our society 
can take on a latent form, seething just 
below the surface, waiting for an outlet, 
and waiting to erupt. 

And now, as aboriginal people across 
Canada are taking a stand, racism, in all of 
its forms, is becoming very visible and 
very blatant. It could initially be seen in the 
vehement protests, last July, of Oka citizens 
who were upset that the Mohawks were 
preventing the expansion of such a socially vital 
necessity as a golf course. 

It was instilled into our memories when an 
angry mob at the Montreal end of the Mercier 
Bridge threw stones at cars carrying Mohawk 
women, children, and elderly people from the 
Kahnawake reserve. It was instilled even further 
when police stood by and did very little to stop 
the rock-throwing. 

It is one thing to disagree with the armed 
confrontation and violence that has occurred 
between the Mohawk Warriors, the Quebec 
police and the army. Across Canada, Native and 
non-Native people alike have said that they do 
not condone violence. 

It is an entirely different matter, worlds apart, 
to pelt children, women and elderly people with 
rocks as they're supposedly heading towards 
safety. 

The ominous fact is, though, that as Natives 
across the country state their case, take part in 


peaceful demonstrations, or erect peaceful 
blockades, the racism seething just below the 
surface of mainstream society is spilling out all 
over. Even in Edmonton, where an atmosphere 
of relative calm has prevailed, motorists have 
hurled verbal abuse, complete with a variety of 
obscenities, at demonstrators taking part in pro- 
Native rallies. 


The mood of racism that is becoming so 
obvious has its roots in a number of sources. For 
one thing, we are seeing just how tightly 
intolerance is woven into the national fabric, and 
how blindly the so-called "founding nations" 
insist on maintaining their self-proclaimed 
status of primacy. This could perhaps be 
summed up by a statement made by a white 
character in the movie "A Dry White Season", 
which was set in South Africa: "It's our country 
... we made every inch of it." 

In a similar vein, the people who are in 
control of the country's power and wealth, and 
who benefit from the status quo, are not about to 
give those benefits up without strong resistance. 

A factor that cannot be discounted is the role 
of guilt. Many white Natives are fully aware of 
the injustices and abuses that have been heaped 
upon the Natives. However, people do not like 
to feel guilty, and many will react with anger 
and belligerence towards those who, in 
whatever way, remind them of that guilt.

grounds, it is extremely important to refresh our 
memories as to the original issues on the 
Kanehsatake Mohawk/Oka dispute. It's 
important that non-Natives and Natives 
throughout the world understand that the 
barricades were erected for the protection of the 
Mohawk people from attacks and assaults of 
Canada and some of its citizens; that the 
Warriors (men, women, children and allies of the 
Mohawk Nation) took a defensive stand 
according to the great law of peace of the 
Creator. The Mohawk Nation and its 
Warriors/people never took a position on the 
offensive against the non-Natives of Canada. 

The barricades initially erected were to 
prevent the desecration of burial grounds and 
the destruction of the pines on Mohawk land. 
The Municipality of Oka, through the Surete du 
Quebec, consistently threatened the Mohawk 
people of Kanehsatake with an armed and 
violent invasion prior to July 11, 1990. The 
Mohawk people refused to abandon their 
Mother Earth and the Burial Ground of their 
ancestors, which was to be removed and 
relocated, for the recreational purpose of 
expanding the Oka golf course. Mayor Ouellete, 
of the Municipality of Oka, is a member of the 
Oka Golf Course. These threats are well 
documented in newspaper reports of the threats, 
dating back to March 3,1990. 

It was not until the attack on Mohawk women 
and children by the Surete du Quebec with 
concussion grenades, automatic weapons and 
tear gas bombs at 5:15 a.m., July 11, 1990, that 
the Mohawk people and other media persons in 
the area realized that this was indeed a deadly 
game in order to expand a golf course. The 
Mohawk women and children approached the 
S.Q. and requested them to stop the assault and, 
contrary to recent fabricated and distorted 
reports, the S.Q. continued their attack on a few 
women and children. The total community and 
Nation of the Mohawks then set up defensive 
positions to prevent a future armed assault that 
would destroy this small Mohawk community. 
Many Mohawk people came to the assistance of 
their fellow Mohawks and committed 
themselves to the protection of their people. The 
enormous armed assault had to be countered 
with an equal show of strength to prevent the 
death of the Kanehsatake Mohawks. Although 
the military and political strength of Canada was 
overwhelming. Natives and non-Natives of 
Canada, and then the world, pressured Canada 
and Quebec to peacefully negotiate a resolution 



to the land dispute in Kanehsatake. 

In the negotiation process between the 
Government of Canada, Quebec and the 
Mohawk Nation, the Government of Canada 
was paralyzed with a mandate set by the federal 
government that they could not negotiate unless 
the Mohawk people dismantled their barricades 
and surrendered their defense weapons. This, 
according to the Government of Canada was 
returning to the "status quo" before July 11, 
1990. The Mohawk delegation asked that an 
assurance be given for the protection of the 
Mohawk Nation and its people when the 
barricades were taken down and they 
surrendered of their defense weapons. This 
assurance was flatly refused. 

Mohawks, already arrested for protecting 
their brothers and sisters, have been beaten, 
kicked in their privates until their underwear is 
saturated with blood, burned with cigarettes, 
slapped and punched in the face, and hidden 
until the swelling has gone down; bathroom 
privileges have been denied to known diabetics, 
legal representations denied, women and 
children urinated and spat on, women called 
vulgar names, etc. This is the reason for which 
the Mohawks asked protection if the barricades 
came down and defensive weapons were 
surrendered. The recreational purpose of the 
expansion of the Oka Golf Course means more 
to Canada than the value placed on the lives of 
Mohawks/Natives of this land. The Mohawk 
negotiators asked for a paragraph, in written 
form, from the Government of Canada, assuring 
the protection of the Mohawk Nation and its 
people from these very actions at the hands of 
the undisciplined S.Q., the Canadian Army and 
the racist citizens of Canada. 

The only barricade remaining for the 
protection of the Mohawks/Natives of Canada 
is the strong support of the Natives and non- 
Natives of Canada, the United States and the 
world. It is through these peaceful people that 
the next step in the termination process of 
Canada may not happen. The all-out assault on 
the Mohawks/Natives of Canada at 
Kanehsatake, Kahnawake, and elsewhere is 
imminent. The Government of Canada has tried 
to cover up the main issues of July 11,1990, with 
fabricated and distorted information to 
criminalize the Mohawk people who are trapped 
inside the "treatment centre" in Kanehsatake. 
Statements made are corrected before the ink has 
dried on the newsprint. It is Canada's hope that 
Canadians, Americans and citizens of the world 
will consider the Mohawk patriots as criminals 
and thereby allow the planned massacre. The 
world must never allow a "holocaust" to 
happen in Kanehsatake. If these Mohawk 
patriots had not offered their lives as a buffer 
between the S.Q. of Canada and the Mohawks at 
Kanehsatake, the community of Kanehsatake 
would have been wiped out. The concussion 
grenades, tear gas bombs and automatic

RCMP have moved back from their positions 
around the Peigan reserve as a show of "good 
faith" at least until a judge hears the order in 
court to officially stop the Lonefighters' attempts 
to divert the Oldman River. 

The Lonefighters, a militant group of Peigans, 
had worked for over a month to divert water 
from the river in an attempt to stop the Oldman 
River Dam which they believe will destroy 
sacred ground and damage the vegetation on 
the reserve. 

One day after the provincial government won 
an injunction to halt the Natives' attempt, 
Alberta Environment employees with an RCMP 
guard were warned away by shots fired by the 
Lonefighters leader, Milton Bom With A Tooth. 

RCMP ordered a warrant for the arrest of the 
Native who vowed to fight to the death rather 
than give in. 

The hearing which will decide on the validity 
of the government's original injunction which 
was granted on August 29, will be heard in a 
week's time. Until then the "status quo" must be

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DASHOWA PLANS TO 
■ffiADUlONAL LAND

Daishowa of Canada has announced that it plans to harvest trees in 
territory claimed by the Lubicon Lake Band, (if possible). 

A Daishowa subsidiary and three other sub-contractors will be doing 
the logging this winter. The companies are Daishowa-owned Brewster 
Construction Ltd., of Red Earth; Buchanan Lumber Ltd. of High Prairie; 
Boucher Bros. Lumber of Nampa; and Bissell Bros, of Enilda. Daishowa 
had purchased Brewster Construction earlier this year. 

Daishowa spokesman Wayne Crouse told the Edmonton Journal that 
the companies "will be logging in the area that is claimed to be the 
traditional hunting and trapping areas this winter." 

The proposed logging has been in contention for nearly three years, as 
the Lubicon were never consulted when the Alberta government allocated 
the band's 10,000-square kilometre traditional territory as part of 
Daishowa's Forest Management Agreement area. 

A proposed 65-square kilometre reserve area, completely surrounded by 
Daishowa's FMA, was not included in the allocations. The Lubicon, who 
state that they have never signed a treaty, are currently involved in a 
decades-old land rights dispute. 

Although the Lubicon had previously requested information from the 
Alberta Government regarding land dispositions to Daishowa, and were 
told that they would be informed as soon as decisions were made, the 
band did not learn of the allocations until early 1988, when construction of 
the company's mill was announced. 

At a subsequent meeting with Daishowa representatives — 
held on March 7,1988 - the Lubicon were told that the company wanted 
to work out a mutually acceptable arrangement directly with the band. 

During the meeting, Daishowa vice-president Koichi Kitagawa said that 
"We're prepared to talk to the Lubicon people before trying to do any 
cutting in the traditional Lubicon area." 

Henry Wakabayashi, of the engineering firm Pacific Liaison, told the 
Lubicon that "We know about building pulp mills, not about land claims," 
and "I can assure you that we are concerned that the question of Lubicon 
land rights is settled." 

In a letter dated March 25th, 1988, Kitagawa wrote that "we will 
endeavour to co-operate and consult with the Lubicon people prior to the 
planning and harvesting of the timber resources." 

However, representatives of the Alberta Forest Service recently 
delivered a logging schedule to Lubicon Chief Bernard Ominayak. That 
schedule shows that the logging companies will be harvesting timber in 
five areas within the Lubicon's traditional territory. 

Lubicon adviser Fred Lennarson emphasized that Daishowa has not 
followed through on commitments made to the Lubicon. He said that 
Daishowa assured the Lubicon it would not log on the band's traditional 
territory until the band's land rights dispute was settled, or an agreement 
was reached that addressed Lubicon concerns about environmental 
protection. 

Lennarson also said that the Alberta Forest Service did not answer some 
additional questions asked by the Lubicon, regarding such matters as 
volumes to be harvested. 

The Lubicon say that they will try to stop the harvesting, but declined 
further comment as to the methods they will use. 

The band was critical of Daishowa's statement that it had held off from 
logging in the hope that the band would reach a land claim settlement. 
Instead, the band says, Daishowa was simply waiting until the logging 
infrastructure, such as roads and bridges, was in place.

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HISTORICAL REVIEW OF THE DISPUTE IN ORA 


March 11, 1990: Residents from the 
community of Kanesatake erect a roadblock to 
protest the intended expansion of a golf course 
by the Township of Oka on traditional Mohawk 
land. 

July 10: The Mayor of Oka, Jean Ouellete 
requests that the Quebec Provincial Police tear 
down the barricade in accordance with a Quebec 
Superior Court Injunction. 

July 11: Using tear gas, assault rifles and 
concussion grenades, approximately 100 Q.P.P. 
officers attacked the blockade. Corporal Marcel 
Lemay is shot and dies in hospital. Police 
surround Kanesatake and block off food and 
medical supplies. Mohawks from the 
Kahnawake Reserve show their support to 
Kanesatake by blocking the Mercier Bridge 
which links the city of Montreal to South Shore 
communities. 

July 12: John Ciaccio, Quebec Native Affairs 
Minister, starts informal talks with Mohawk 
leaders. 

July 17: The Federal Government does not get 
involved in the discussions. Tom Siddon, Indian 
Affairs Minister, says they do not want to 
jeopardize the talks between Quebec and the 
Mohawks. Tensions mount in the non-Native 
community of Chateauguay who resent the 
bridge blockade. 

July 20: Tom Siddon announces that Ottawa is 
attempting to purchase the disputed land for the 
Mohawks at Kanesatake. The Federal 
Government does not get involved in 
negotiations (which break off the next day). 

July 23: Informal discussions between the 
Mohawks and Quebec continue off and on. 

August 8: Chief Justice Alan Gold is 
appointed Federal mediator to negotiate 
conditions for negotiations to proceed. Prime 
Minister Mulroney announces that the army is 
available to assist Quebec police if requested. 

August 12: Alan Gold agrees to the Mohawk 
conditions for negotiations to continue: free 
movement of medical supplies and food to the 
communities of Kanesatake and Kahnawake; 
free movement of Mohawk advisors; the 
establishment of an international body of 
observers to monitor negotiations. Violence 
breaks out in Chateauguay where non-Native 
residents are throwing rocks and bottles to 
protest the closure of the Mercier Bridge. The 
violence continues for several nights in a row. 

August 14: Quebec Premier Bourassa requests 
the assistance of the Canadian Forces. Heavy 
equipment and 2,500 soldiers are moved to 4 
locations near Oka and Chateauguay. 

August 16: An international body is 
positioned as observers at the barricades. Formal 
negotiations between the Mohawks and the 
Quebec and Federal governments are started. 
--- 


August 20: The Canadian Forces arrive at the 
barricades and Q.P.P. begin to pull out. Talks 
break off as Mohawks feel threatened by the 
close proximity of the armed forces. 

August 23: Talks resume but are again 
suspended as soldiers advance on the 
barricades. 

August 24: Talks resume and negotiators are 
optimistic for a speedy settlement. 

August 25: Negotiations break off and the 
major issues are listed as the dismantling of the 
road-blocks, the surrender of Mohawks and 
their weapons, and the Mohawks demand for 
amnesty for those involved in the stand-off. 

August 26: Prime Minister Mulroney says 
Mohawk demands are "bizarre" and that 
militant warriors might prompt the Army to end 
the stand-off. Members of the International 
Federation of Human Rights criticize the 
government for not honouring the preconditions 
set with Alan Gold. 

August 27: Premier Bourassa stops the 
negotiations and requests the army to take down 
the barricades at Oka and Kahnawake. In 
Ottawa, Army General de Chastelain reports 
that the Army will use force if the warriors 
"oblige" them to do so. 

August 28: In Lassalle, at the northern end of 
the Mercier Bridge, violence erupts when non- 
Natives throw rocks, debris and racist 
obscenities at a convoy of cars carrying women, 
children and elders from the Kahnawake 
community. Quebec Police seem slow to 
dissipate the mob and the frenzied assault builds 
up for two hours. 

August 29: Together with the Army, Mohawks 
from Kahnawake start to take down the road¬ 
blocks that link to the bridge, and negotiations 
continue. 

August 30: Talks 
break down and the 
road work is 
temporarily halted. 

Tension continues 
between Mohawks, 
non-Natives and 

August 31: Work 
continues in 

dismantling the 
blockade of Mercier 
Bridge. Tom Siddon 
indicates that progress 
is being made in 
preparation for a land 
claims settlement at 
Kanesatake, but that 
negotiations would 
not start until the 
barricades are down.

September 1: Heavy army equipment and 
armed troops move into Kanesatake to 
dismantle the road-blocks, after hearing reports 
of "factional fighting" behind the Mohawk 
barricade. 

September 2: The Quebec government stops 
the negotiations and indicates that talks will not 
start again until the Mohawks surrender their 
weapons. 

September 3: About 50 men, women and 
children take refuge in a community centre in 
the woods, refusing to lay down their weapons 
and surrender themselves to the Quebec Police. 
Nearly 400 soldiers encircle the Mohawk 
community centre. 

September 5: Tensions mount as minor 
clashes erupt between Mohawks and soldiers. 
Soldiers and police blockade beaches and a lake 
after hearing reports of two Mohawks leaving 
the community centre. The Mohawks refuse to 
surrender without a prearranged policing 
system other than the Quebec Provincial Police. 

September 6: Talks break off and the Iroquois 
Six Nations Confederacy issues a pre-war 
warning setting a deadline of September 9 for 
the governments to respond with a peace 
proposal. 

September 8: Natives and non-Native 
supporters gather in Oka to witness the three 
stage declaration of war. Following Mohawk 
tradition, two pre-war warnings are issued in an 
attempt to bring about a peaceful resolution 
before issuing a third warning which becomes a 
declaration of war. 

September 9: A Mohawk suffers head 
injuries in a clash with four soldiers who were 
scouting behind Mohawk lines in the wee hours 
of the morning.

"They're going to have a tough time with the Lubicon, because we have 
a lot of backing from you people here today," he said. 

Francis Bad Eagle, of the Peigan Nation, held an eagle feather and a staff 
as the Native drummers sang. When speaking of Brian Mulroney and the 
federal government, he said that Natives "speak from deep inside our 
hearts, not from the outside." 

Roy Piepenburg of Project Ploughshares said that governments in 
Canada have failed aboriginal people, and given their allegiance to the 
economic elite. He said that amongst the Canadian public, ignorance 
about aboriginal people is "a seedbed of sick racism." 

The final speaker. Bill Phipps of the Edmonton Interchurch Committee 
on the North, said that "New relationships have to be forged between 
Native and non-Native people. 

Other speakers included Walter Janvier of the Indian Association of 
Alberta, A1 Lameman, chief of the Beaver Lake First Nation, and 
representatives of Edmonton Working Women, the African Black 
Community in Edmonton, the Environmental Resource Centre in 
Edmonton, and the Canadian Union of Postal Workers. 

As a follow-up. Citizens Against Genocide co-hosted a rally with the 
Indian Association of Alberta. That rally was held on September 5th, also 
at Canada Place, and speakers included Regena Crowchild, president of 
the IAA, and Don Aitken, president of the Alberta Federation of Labour.

BLOODSHED AT 
KANEHSATAKE

The first blood in the tense stand-off between Mohawk Warriors and the 
Canadian army has been shed. 

A Mohawk Warrior, 51-year-old Randy Horn, nicknamed 
Spudwrench was severely beaten after being surprised in his trench by 
four soldiers who had passed through into the Native-controlled area 

Two of the soldiers received superficial knife wounds. The Mohawk 
Wamor received severe lacerations and a skull fracture, wounds serious 
enough for the doctor, allowed through the barricades, to demand the 
wamor be taken to hospital. 

An army spokesman later stated that the warrior was now under 
"military protection." It was unclear whether or not he would be allowed 
to return to the Mohawk side. 

The Six Nation Iroquois Confederacy condemned the action as 
provocative and an attempt at getting the Mohawks to fire the first shot 

The Confederacy's proposal for a Native force to take over the disputed 
area was rejected by Indian Affairs Minister Tom Siddon, who said that it 
would mean Canada giving up sovereignty to the Mohawk nation. 

Any idea of amnesty for the Warriors should be dismissed, according to 
Kim Campbell, federal Justice Minister, who called on Mohawks to eive 
up their arms. 6 

In the meantime a rally, held at Oka in support of the Mohawks, 
brought together hundreds of people, many angry over the beating of the 
Warrior, and almost escalated into a battle with police, but Native leaders 
managed to stop any violence from breaking out. 

Ontario Band

situation in Oka, by radio and by tele-vision. Native people across the 
country are aware of the incompetent position of the Federal Government 
in dealing with their fiduciary duty to First Nations. Had the Federal 
Government kept their responsibility to First Nations, situations like the 
crisis in Oka would never have developed. 

We condemn the actions of the Prime Minister of Canada and the 
actions of the Premier of Quebec. 

We also, in principle do not condone the use of the Military to resolve 
civil disputes affecting our people. It is of bad precedent that signals to 
our people that in this country we can look to more military intervention 
whenever we assert our rights and freedoms. 

We, the Ojibway people of this community support our brothers and 
sisters of the Mohawk Nation in Oka. We pray, to the Creator for your 
safety, strength and guidance. 

As Native peoples of this land, we understand and feel your cause.

A racist country 

Evie Brooks, 62, is president of the Kahnawake Golden Age Centre. 
"Since the blockade, the members have been playing bingo every day. 
There wasn't anything else to do," she says. "Now it's gone back to 
normal." 

Although their routines have resumed. Brooks is left bitter and angry 
toward the people governing this country. "I've never seen such a racist 
country before in my life," she says. "I'm from New York and my son has 
American plates on his car. People in Chateauguay smashed the windows. 
I didn't leave town during the blockade. I felt it was safer here." 

To further prove her accusations of racism. Brooks cites the case of 
Alwyn Morris, a Native boy who won gold and silver medals in the 1984 
Olympics. After the games, Morris was the only athlete who wasn't 
extended an invitation to the Olympic celebration party. Finally he was 
extended an invitation, but at that late hour, Morris refused to attend. 

"During the blockade, people tried to bring provisions in by boat and 
tried to go by boat to Dorval," she says. "The Surete stopped them. Then,

when the caravan tried to move out women and children, the police 
stopped them on the bridge. That's where the people of Chateauguay 
threw stones at us. We were set up." 

Brooks explains that the term "warrior" is given to all Native boys, 
while girls usually become "clan mothers." Like most of the people of 
Kahnawake, she knows little of the actual warriors who are behind much 
of the uprising. But she does see some hope bome out of all the dissension. 

"All the Indian bands have united together," she says. "1 think we all 
feel the warriors should be given amnesty. What have they really done? 
The Surete has done more." 

No longer does Brooks - and many others - feel comfortable entering 
stores in Chateauguay. "Chateauguay is the worst place. People are 
warned to stay away from there," she says. "We've spent millions of 
dollars there and brought them up into the town they are today.' Treasurer 
of the centre, Lillian Stacey, also says she wouldn't leave when she heard 
the army and police force was coming. "I wasn't nervous," she says. "I felt 
safer inside my own home." 

Stacey is part Indian and part French-Canadian. She chose to stay in 
Kahnawake years ago and considers herself a Native. "I'm not a Canadian 
citizen. I'm not an American citizen," she says. "I belong to the Mohawk 
confederation." 

Like Evie Brooks, Stacey will no longer shop in Chateauguay And she 
feels the blame in this situation lies with the government. "It's not all of 
Canada," she says. 'There is a bad apple in every bushel." 

Two canoes that never cross 

Stacey explains that the warriors are the Mohawks' army and wants to 
see them be granted amnesty. She believes it is the federal and provincial 
governments who have crossed the boundaries of rules existing between 
the two nationalities. 

"There are two canoes and one is the white man's, while one is the 
Indian's. The two swim down the same stream but never cross," she says. 
"Now the government wants to take control of the Indian's canoe." 

Another elder in the community is Wilbert Gilbert, 60, and caretaker of 
the centre. "I was worried about the situation here but not scared," he 
says. "The way the government is moving, they'll try and abolish the 
Indian nation. But the whole nation is watching." According to Gilbert, the 
warriors are protecting the Native land from the government. "Canada is 
my home. I still love my homeland," he says. "But they should clean up 
the government. It's all crooked." 

Golf course only excuse 

Gilbert prefers the army to the police. "You can reason with them. They 
are here to protect," he says. "The army might take privileges by pushing 
down barricades and staying right on reservation land where they 
shouldn't be. But everyone tolerates it so that we can keep negotiations 
open."

Gilbert believes that the Indians began standing up for their rights when 
Elijah Harper stopped the accord. "It didn't say anything about Native 
people and Harper refused to sign the accord," he says. 'This thing about 
the golf course was only an excuse. People protest for animals and for 
crumbling buildings. But we're protesting for Mother Earth. It's our 
heritage." 

Gilbert points out that it was the white man who came to the Indian for 
help many years ago. "Who took care of the first white men when they 
came off the boat, sick and dying?" he asks. "It was the Indians. Then the 
white man stabbed us in the back. 

"When the cars were stoned on the bridge, I asked a Sergeant in the 
army what he thought. He said that he had always believed it was the 
Indians who were the savages. But he's changed his mind. He believes 
now that it's actually the white men who are the savages."

We are the Chiefs of the Robinson Huron Treaty, whose people 
are principals of the Ojibway Nation. Our territory encompasses 
the entire Great Lakes area. 

We are very disappointed and outraged at the conduct of the 
Government of Canada and the Province of Quebec at their mis¬ 
handling of the situation with our Mohawk Brothers at 
Kahnawake and Kanesatake. 

Governor General, in your capacity as representative of the 
Crown with whom we have signed treaties and as Commander 
m Chief of the Military, we urge you to cease and desist from all 
hostilities toward the Mohawk Nation in order to allow peaceful 
negotiations to resume. 

Prime Minister, we demand that you resume negotiations 
immediately to defuse the present tensions within the Mohawk 
Nation and to address First Nation issues across this country. We 
demand assurances from you for the safety of the Mohawk 
people from retaliation by the Surete du Quebec.

Times of strife and 
promise surround us as we 
work forward in our 
deliberations on land 
claims and titles. The 
Westbank Indian Band, 
located just across the lake 
from Kelowna, B.C., has 
been very involved 
through Chief Robert 
Louie, Council Members, 
and Band Members. 

The Westbank Band have 
supported the Mohawks 
from the outset in hopes of 
a peaceful negotiation and 
settlement. Councillor 
Brian Eli is Chairman of the 
Oka-nagan to Oka "Run for 
Peace." The mn was set up 
in late June. Volunteer runners were requested from the Bands of the 
Okanagan Nation, with all six bands in Canada and one in Colville, 
Washington, responding. The volunteers and support staff, in order to be 
part of the run, attended a four day Sweat Lodge at Spiritual Leader Glenn 
Douglas' and set out on the run on July 30,1990. 

The run started at Hedley, B.C. , 260 kilometres east of Vancouver, and 
an Eagle Feather, the traditional sign of peace and freedom, was 
forwarded by relay one mile at a time, arriving in Ottawa on September 1, 
1990. 

The purpose of the run was in support of a peaceful resolution to Land 
Claims and titles at Oka. The twenty-five runners set out with that in 
mind and a determination to complete their task. Upon reaching Ottawa, 
the runners and support staff met with Mohawk representatives and it 
was decided that it was unsafe at that point to enter the area and make the 
presentation. However, a Mohawk spokeswoman accepted the feather for 
safe keeping and, as soon as it is deemed safe, the run will be completed. 

The Westbank Band throughout the strife at Oka have been resolute in 
two things: firstly, their support for the Mohawks and a peaceful 
resolution to their problems; and, second, their belief that negotiations 
must take place at the table and not in marches or demonstrations. These 
have proved most effective for the Westbank Band and Chief Robert Louie 
was called by Ottawa and consulted, and then asked to be in the Capital to 
be involved on a first hand basis for discussions with Indian Affairs 
Minister Tom Siddon and National Defence Minister Bill McKnight. 
Although one blockade remains at Oka at this time, it is the hope of the 
Westbank Band that a peaceful removal and resolution to the problems 
commence immediately.

Next morning, exhibiting characteristics of a 
strong, forceful leader, he prophetically 
instructed his companions. "There are two 
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ambush." 

As the sun cast its powerful rays through the 
treetops, burning away the morning shadows, 
two gruesome figures stealthily approached the 
bulging robes. Ejaculating howls that shattered 
the morning quietness like breaking glass, the 
would-be murderers repeatedly plunged their 
spears into the still forms on the ground. Bear 
Paw slipped up behind one of them and 
delighted in mercilessly slitting his throat. Little

moose feeding in the big swamp. Approach 
them cautiously for, although their eyesight is 
poor, they have superior abilities in hearing and 
smelling. Observe the direction the leaves ripple 
and quietly sneak downwind. Make the call of 
the moose and they will come close so that you 
can pierce their hearts with your arrows. Our 
people will have food. That is the plan of nature. 

"I must spend one moon in the mountains to 
commune further with my spirits." He could not 
tell them that the Great Spirit uses Bear to talk to 
him and that he must go alone to converse with 
Bear, otherwise he would lose some of his gifted 
powers. 

A humble, mysterious compulsion to obey 
moved the two Paws who normally would 
ignore Chicken Feet. They headed for the 
swamp in haste. 

Near a cliff. Chicken Feet met Bear who, at 
first, reared on his hind legs, and outroaring an 
elephant, threatened to tear him to pieces. He 
spoke softly to Bear who then accepted him and 
could understand him because they both 
belonged to the same spirits. 

After listening to what Chicken Feet had to 
say. Bear meditated and pondered for a long 
time, just as if his mind had flown to some other 
world. With patience and politeness. Chicken 
Feet waited quietly for what seemed to be 
forever. Finally, Bear stirred back to life. "Those 
cruel savages are so full of evil that they will 
never know how to do good. Only evil fills then- 
minds. They are like pus-filled sores that never 
heal. Our spirits say, if you want to live in peace, 
you must eliminate these evil ones from our 







When Chicken Feet returned, his companions 
were proudly displaying an ample supply of 
meat. "Our spirits tell us to destroy this 
wretched curse now before more innocents 
suffer from their villainous attacks. Because our 
people are so heavily ingrained with peaceful 
outlooks, they are incapable of killing. We three, 
who know how to kill, have been delegated by 
the All Powerful Ones to do the job. 

"For six moons we must travel at night in 
order to go in the direction of the star-which- 
never-moves (northern star). During the fifth 
moon, danger lurks and we must be very 
cautious. Our spirits will be with us. They want 
us to destroy these horrible cancers of 
wickedness. On this trip we eat only raw meat 
and raw liver to make us vicious like the wolf 
and bear. 

It was a natural expectation that Chicken Feet 
shoulder the prestige, the privilege and the 
burden of command. As soon as the fixed star 
flickered its first twinkle, they took off full of 
vigour, conviction and vehemence. 

On the early morning of the fifth moon, just 
before the star-which-never-moves would 
rapidly blink its vanishing winks for the day. 
Chicken Feet said, "The doers follow us 
intending to kill. Quickly, we will fill our robes 
with moss, making it look as if we are sleeping.

weapons fired on the Mohawks were not toys 

and they were fired at a deadly level. 

At 8:30 p.m. on September 13, 1990, the 
telephone lines to the "treatment centre" were 
cut by Canada and its armed forces. Many 
terrorist tactics are being used on the Mohawks 
in the treatment centre, but with a commitment 
to the defense of the people, the spirit of the 
Natives will survive. How long will the world 
allow this type of torture to go on? Another 200 
years possibly! 

It is evident to the peaceful people of the 
world that Canada is incapable of dealing with 
the Mohawks/Natives of this land in a humane 
way. Natives and non-Natives must bring about 
a forum whereby issues of the Ongwehhonweh, 
the Natives, are addressed and resolved in a 
peaceful negotiated process. If we do not, 
then the history of Wounded Knee, the 
liolocaust' and the Oka Golf Course 
is what we will teach the children in 
the future. 

Calls to the United Nations, 
the World Court and 
International Human Rights 
organizations should be 
made immediately to 
overturn the plans of 
Canada to exterminate the 
Mohawks/Natives at the 
"treatment centre" in 
Kanehsatake: if we allow 
the inhumane treatment 
of the people of the First 
Nations, then we will 
face similar treatment 
with any and all people 
of Canada and the world.

Client orientation workshops were held in seven (7) different locations across Alberta 
with representatives from 33 Native organizations attending. 

More than 150 project proposals were submitted from 54 different organizations. 

In total, 42 projects were undertaken this summer, with 35 different client organizations. 

Students 

The program was promoted at 53 universities throughout North America and Europe 
Eight separate recruitment presentations were held for students at four universities in 
Alberta and Saskatchewan. 

Applications were received from 274 students. 

126 student interviews were conducted, 42 by telephone (Eastern Canada, Europe and the 
U.b.) and 84 personal interviews (Alberta and Saskatchewan). 

Students were hired from 12 different universities (2 American, 1 European, 9 Canadian) 
13 separate degree programs are represented in this year's student pool, the majority 
being MBA and Law students (30% and 20% respectively). 

Other disciplines include: 

Education, Geology, Archeology and Physical Education.

World Literacy Day Recognized 


World Literacy day September 8, as declared 
by the United Nations, is being celebrated by 
literacy councils and groups all across Canada. 

The 1981 Canada Census indicated that 
4,069,190 adults or 21% of the population over 
the age of 15 have finished less than nine grades 
of schooling. One in five adults in the Edmonton 
area are part of these statistics. Technological 
development and demands of the workplace are 
such that adults with less than a grade nine 
education are considered functionally illiterate. 
Most employment or employment training 
programs require at least grade nine schooling. 
Volunteer Reading Aides of Edmonton 
(V.R.A.E.) has been providing one-to-one 
tutoring to Edmonton and area residents since 
1979. This individual approach is important to 
our students; not only because we offer 
confidentiality, but it also offers the students a 
chance to go at their own pace.

In 1983, The Canadian Commission for 
UNESCO reported that: 

- about one in five adult Albertans cannot 
read and write well enough to function in 

- 60 percentof the Canadian illiterate 
population is unemployed? 

- 70 percent of the illiterate population in 
Canada is Canadian-bom? 

More recently, the Canadian Business Task 
Force on Literacy reported that illiteracy costs 
Canadians approximately $10 billion annually. 

A recent survey by Statistics Canada reported 
that the majority of Canadians have enough 
reading skills to cope with everyday life. Other 
important facts include: 

- 16% of Canada's adults are unable to deal 
with the reading material they encounter in 
everyday life because they do not have 
sufficient reading skills; an additional 22% 
have difficulty dealing with complex 
reading material. 

- higher education is closely associated with 
higher reading ability. Of Canadians who 
complete secondary school, only 8% are 
unable to cope with the reading demands of 
everyday life. 

- Alberta and British Columbia have the 
highest levels of literacy in Canada (60%). 

- young Canadians have higher reading skills 
than older Canadians. Three out of four 
Canadians aged 16-34 have sufficient 
reading skills to deal with everyday life. 
Among 55 - 69 year olds, only one in three 
Canadians have similar skills.

Among 55 - 69 
year olds, 36% are unable to read simple 
material.

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Ten Tips for Raising Sexually Healthy Children 

Sexual learning ic a lifoi„„„ _u... ' 


Sexual learning is a lifelong process, but it is 
during the early years that a person's sexual 
values, attitudes and behaviors are formed. Thus 
parents can have a large influence on their 
child's values, attitudes and behaviours. 

Here is a list of some tips that can be of use 
when talking about sexuality with your child: 

1. Parents are the primary sexuality 

educators of their children. Make sure both 
parents are in on the teaching since both 
the same and opposite sexed parents are 
important. 



2. If your child is old enough to ask the 
question, s/he is old enough to be given an 
answer. If the information is too advanced 
for the child they will just tune it out. 

3. When answering questions, use the correct 
terms for body parts and sexual 
behaviours. Cute names only lead to 
further confusion. 

4. The one time "birds and bees" lecture is 
not enough information to allow your 
child to be prepared to deal with 
adolescent and 

adult situations. 

Use teachable 
moments 
throughout the 
life cycle to talk 
to your child. 

5. In the majority 
of cases an ad¬ 
olescent's first 
sexual encounter 
is under the 
influence of 
drugs and/or 
alcohol. Thus 
when talking 
about sexuality, 
also talk about 
drug and al- 

6. Your actions 
speak as loud as 
your words. A 


A child picks up messages from the 
behaviours of those around them as well as 
what is said aloud. Abo be aware that tele- 
vbion, videos, movies and music give 
strong sexual messages to your children. 

7. It is now compulsory for schools in Alberta 
to teach sexuality education at the junior 
high school level. Make yourself aware of 
both what is being taught and who is 
teaching it. 

8. Adolescents by nature are often rebellious; 
the "just say no" message, whether it be 
about drugs, alcohol or sexual activities, 
often falb on deaf ears. Teach your 
adolescent how to make responsible, 
healthy decisions from a young age that 
will help to protect them. 

9. Adolescents become sexually active for 
various reasons including being part of the 
gang and to feel loved. Keep the lines of 
communication open in your home so 
your adolescent does not feel they have to 
go out of the family to get their emotional 
needs met. 

10. One in four females and one in ten males 
are sexually abused by eighteen years of 
age and one in six females gets pregnant 
before twenty years of age. Equip both 
males and females with the knowledge 
necessary to protect themselves and to 
hopefully keep them from becoming a 
statistic. 

In conclusion, raising sexually healthy 
children today, with all the outside influences, b 
not easy. Your best bet b to be honest with your 
children and teach them how to make 
responsible decisions for themselves as they

Just north of Edmonton, at the eastern 
boundary of St. Albert, there is a building we 
should all be very proud of. It's Poundmaker's 
Lodge, an Indian-founded and managed non¬ 
profit corporation. It was built and still operates 
from the firm belief that something can be done 
about addiction problems among the Natives. 

While leading a tour of the stylized $6.9 
million dollar building. Elder and Cultural Co¬ 
ordinator Alfred Bonaise pointed out, "Our 
program is based heavily on Native spiritual 
values." 

This is more than evident even in the layout 
of the building. The ceremonial centre is 
prominent both physically and in the treatment. 

The hall leading to the patients' rooms, the 
offices, the sauna, gymnasiums and treatment 
rooms goes in a circle that eventually leads back to the reception and 
lounge area where the ceremonial centre is also located. 

New patients are admitted weekly to the 28 day program. On average, 
between SO and 60 people live in the facility at a time. 

"We're full all the time. There's a long waiting list," Bonaise admitted. 
"A person must be very serious about his problem to get here." 

Once admitted, the patients are in for a strict regime. Participation in the 
day's events is man¬ 
datory. Arriving late 
for sessions is noted 
by the counsellors. 
Except for the pos¬ 
sibility of earning a 
weekend pass for the 
second weekend, pa¬ 
tients must not leave 
the grounds during 
their stay. Visitors are 
limited and outside 
calls are not per¬ 
mitted. 

If the rules are 
defied, the patient will 
be asked to leave the 
program. He. must 
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wait a minimum of 30 days before re-applying for admission. 

Except Sunday, each day begins at 6:30 a.m. From then till lights out at 
11:00 p.m., clients are kept busy learning, listening and doing. 

All aspects of the person's life are examined. People learn about the 
culture by participating in traditional ceremonies and frequent contact 
with elders. 

Emotional counselling helps the recovering addict deal with past 
experiences and prepare for the future. The emotional healing can be a 
difficult one and tissue boxes are in large supply wherever you go. 

Many clients need help developing behaviour strategies. Their self- 
awareness and communication skills are often poor and have contributed 
to their present condition. 

Involvement with the Alcoholics Anonymous program is important to 
the recovery process, as is learning about alcoholism as a disease. 
Knowing the effect alcoholism has on personality and attitudes can be a 
revelation to someone whose thinking has been blurred by substance 

This is not to imply that all is drudgery. Physical exercise, recreation and 
social activities are scheduled into each day. 

Patients see the resident priest, psychologist, physician and dentist as 
often as required during their stay. 

Elder Bonaise is himself a recovered alcoholic. "I have no formal 
education," he explained. "Sometimes they come in here for treatment 
thinking they're pretty smart. I tell them 'if you were smart, you wouldn't 
be here'." 

Rubbing his chin and looking up, Bonaise added quietly, "We see 
between six and seven hundred people yearly here. This is a big 
responsibility." 
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Native Student Services at University of Alberta 


Native Student Services was established at the 
University of Alberta in 1975 to ensure 
appropriate support for Native students on 
campus and to act as a liaison between the 
University administration. Native communities 
and government agencies. 

The philosophic orientation of Native Student 
Services is holistic in approach. The office's goals 

- to introduce students to the requirements of 
university life. 

- to maximize the opportunities for students 
to realize their fuU academic and personal 
potential. 

- to provide a friendly environment in which 
students can further cultural activities in 
order to express and develop their Native 
identity. 

- to facilitate student participation in the 
overall life of the university community. 

- to promote post-secondary education for 
Native peoples. 

A large proportion of Alberta's Native 
population consists of young adults who will 
require university education. However, many 
Native students find the adjustment to 
university a difficult process. This transition is 
made easier through the friendship, assistance 
and services provided by Native Student 
Services. 

Academic Advising 

Services provided to students include: 

- pre-admission counselling to prospective 
students about admission, transcripts, 
funding, and program planning. 

- orientation for new students 

- academic and individual counselling for 
students presently enrolled at the 
University of Alberta. 

- referral of Native students considering 
other avenues of post-secondary education 
to other institutions. 

- remediation and tutorial services referral. 

- assistance to the Aboriginal Student 
Council for special events and meeting 

- study space and a typewriter for student 


Aboriginal Student Council 

The Aboriginal Student Council is an 
incorporated student organization recognized 
under the University of Alberta Students' Union. 
The Council's headquarters are located in the 
Native Student Services office. The Council is 
active in political, social and cultural issues or 
events of concern to Native students on or off 
campus. For more information on the Aboriginal

School of Native Studies 

The School of Native Studies is an academic 
unit concerned with teaching and research. As 
such, it is separate both administratively and 
functionally from Native Student Services. If 
you are interested in Native Studies courses, 
please call 492-2991. 

Community Liaison 

Native Student Services works to promote 
post-secondary education to prospective Native 
students. We work to maintain communication 
with educational institutions and Native 
organizations by offering the following services: 

- provide orientation sessions and 
information on the University of Alberta to 
Alberta junior and senior high schools, and 
adult education centres with high Native 
enrollment. 

- meeting with Native and non-Native 
individuals, communities and institutions 
that are involved in Native education. 

- developing and implementing programs or 
materials that address the educational 
needs of Native communities and 
prospective Native students. 

- communicating the educational needs of 
Native students and communities to the 
University of Alberta education 
community. 

Transition Year Program (TYP) 

TYP is a full-time university transition year 
program offered to Native students who are 
non-matriculated adults or who meet the 
minimum age requirements. Students enroll in 
full-time university courses as well as math, 
writing, and study skills. 
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Fundamental to success is the close-knit 
atmosphere based on a combination of tutorial, 
peer and academic support through the Office of 
Native Student Services.

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School Trailer Construction a Big Success

The project is finished now and can officially 
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be declared a success. The portable classrooms 
needed by Northlands School Division in 
northern Alberta have been completed and 
many young rural Natives have benefitted. 

Lawrence Cunningham, a Metis from the 
Pevine settlement, has acted as general foreman 
on the job. "We were 
shooting blind," he 
admitted of the un¬ 
usual undertaking. 

Despite this, all has 
gone smoothly. 

Northgate Trailers 
won the tender to 
have their facilities 
used for the ex¬ 
perimental job. They 
also provided a few 
key people who acted 
as instructors for the 
workers. 

They come from 
Calling Lake, Peerless 
Lake, Trout Lake, St. 

Therese and Wabasca, 
but for two weeks all 40 young men lived 
together in the camp set up for them on 
Northgate's south Edmonton yard. 

"They make $10.50 an hour and room and 
board. We work a ten-hour day," explained 
Cunningham with pride. He himself is a skilled 
carpenter. 

Some of the Native labour that has been 
brought in is in the form of highly skilled 
craftsmen. Gerard Gladue is an electrician and 
also a third year carpenter. He and his brother 
Bob were among the leaders on the job. 

The camp was complete with laundry, shower 
and recreation facilities, so the workers were 
comfortable in their temporary surroundings. 
The benefits go far deeper than just the time 
spent or money earned. Skills were acquired by 
all involved. Even selecting the right people was 


„ skill soon learned by the supervisors. 
Friendships were made by people who would 
not otherwise have ever had a chance to meet 
one another. 

Most importantly though everyone involved 
with the highly successful project can take away 



a tremendous sense of satisfaction from their 
long days worked. 

"Last night Jelle Braaksma (partner owner of 
Northgate), was through the area and he said he 
was really pleased with the amount and quality 
of work that had been done," explained 
Cunningham. 

Cunningham modestly credits both the staff 
at Northgate and the Board of Trustees at 
Northlands School Division for initiating the job 
and seeing it through to its triumphant end. 

"Paul Salvian (assistant superintendent of 
Northlands) arranged for this. They've worked 
right along with us as a team ever since." 

The factory was a beehive of activity and by 
double shifting workers all the units rolled off 
the assembly line in time to meet the September 
requirements.

Forestry panel criticizes Alberta government

A report prepared by a four-member expert 
forestry panel has strongly criticized the Alberta 
government. The panel, which was 
commissioned by the government, was 
appointed to investigate forest management 
practices in Alberta. 

The panel's report has prompted LeRoy 
Fjordbotten, ministry of Forestry, Lands and 
Wildlife (F,L&W) to admit that the government 
was operating with insufficient information 
when it signed agreements with forestry 
companies. 

Speaking to the Edmonton Journal, 
Fjordbotten said that "Certainly there are some 
areas in the province where we didn't do 
enough work, maybe. 

"And that was areas in the north where some 
of the projects went in and maybe some of the 
work hadn't totally been completed in some 

In the report, the expert panel indicates that 
"The public expects the Department of Forestry, 
Lands and Wildlife to be the effective steward of 
forest resources in Alberta. We believe the 
department's ability to accomplish this task is 
seriously limited in the areas of staffing, 
funding, inventory, resource knowledge, and 
integration of department activities from the 
policy to the operational level." 

The report also states that "The panel 
concludes that environmental impact 
assessments (EIAs) of the type used for mills 
and other industrial development are an 
inappropriate means to deal with environmental 
impacts in forest landscapes." 

The expert panel was critical of F,L&W for 
limiting the involvement of the public in the 
development of the forestry deals and 
agreements. The report states that "The public 
should have had input and involvement before 
dispositions were granted, and should have 
ongoing involvement in the development of 
forest management plans." 


The panel further concluded that "Forest 
research is declining in Alberta and requires new 
direction and funding." 

The report contains a total of 133 
recommendations. For example, the panel said 
that F,L&W should hire at least 150 more 
employees so as to accommodate the increased 
workload that will result from the forestry 
development. AT least 15 of those should be 
specialists in wildlife and fisheries, and in 
placing the remainder, areas that are currently 
understaffed — such as environmental controls 
and hydrology — should receive emphasis. 

The panel was chaired by Dr. Bruce Dancik, 
who is currently chair of the Forest Science 
department at the University of Alberta. Dr. 
Dancik had also, in 1978 - 79, chaired an 
Environment Council of Alberta panel that 
conducted public hearings into the 
environmental effects of forestry operations in 
Alberta. Many of the recommendations made by 
that panel have been ignored by the Alberta 
government in its current push for forestry 
development. 

The other panel members were Lome Brace, a 
Forestry Canada forest research scientist who is 
studying boreal and mixed-wood forest 
silviculture; John Stelfox, a wildlife researcher 
who served with the Canadian Wildlife Service 
and Alberta Fish and Wildlife, and who is 
currently involved in studies of the relationships 
between wildlife and timber harvesting; and Bob 
Udell, forester in charge of forest planning for 
Weldwood of Canada at Hinton. 
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The recent announcement by Daishowa of 
Canada that it plans to log on traditional 
Lubicon territory is yet one more chapter in the 
decades-long series of betrayals that the band 
has suffered. That chapter began when the 
Alberta government didn't even bother to 
consult the Lubicon when it handed the band's 
traditional land over to Daishowa. 

Like aboriginal people across Canada, the 
Lubicon have been subjected to many forms of 
deception. In the 1940s, a federal civil servant 
unilaterally removed a 
number of Natives in 
northern Alberta from 
the lists of registered 
Indians. The intent was 
to reduce Lubicon band 
membership to where 
establishment of a 
reserve wouldn't be 
warranted. 

In the 1950s, it was 
suggested to the Lubicon 
that they select a more 
"administratively 
convenient" site for their 
reserve - away from their 
oil-rich traditional 
territory. 

In another case, the 
Lubicon were subjected to the actual rewriting of 
provincial legislation. That occurred after the 
government of Peter Lougheed launched its 
plans to open up the northern parts of Alberta to 
resource exploitation. 

When, in 1971, the provincial government 
started building an all-weather road into 
traditional Lubicon land, the band contacted the 
Indian Association of Alberta for advice as to 
how to respond. The IAA advised that the 
Lubicon file a caveat - which had no force in law 
- with the Alberta Land Registration Office, 
serving notice that the title to the land was 
contested. 

The Alberta government refused to accept 


and file the caveat, as prescribed by the 
provincial law of that time. Consequently, the 
Lubicon took the government of Alberta to 
court, to try to make it obey its own law. 

The provincial government lawyers asked the 
courts to postpone the hearing, pending the 
outcome of a similar case in the Northwest 
Territories, called the Paulette case. Although 
the Paulette case went against the Natives, the 
decision read that, had the land registration law 
in the Territories been written the same as in 
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Alberta and Saskatchewan, the ci 
have held in the Indians' favour. 

The Alberta government then went back to 
court, asked for another postponement of the 
hearing, and then rewrote the relevant 
legislation - retroactive to before the Lubicon 
tried to file their caveat. The judge then 
dismissed the Lubicon's case as no longer 
having any basis in law. 

Any illusions that the Lubicon had about the 
legal system in Canada continued to be 
shattered. For instance, the Lubicon had another 
case over-ruled by a provincial court judge who 
happened to be the former head lawyer for an 
oil company. 

When the Lubicon appealed that decision, the 
judge who put himself at the head of the appeal 
panel was the former lawyer for Peter 
Lougheed's family. When that judge died, the 
person who replaced him was the ex-president 
of the Alberta Progressive Conservative Party. 
Not surprisingly, the original decision of the 
former-oil-company-head-lawyer-turned- 
provincial-court-judge was upheld. 

The Lubicon then appealed the decision of the 
Alberta Court of Appeal to the Supreme Court 
of Canada, who - without saying why - 
declined to hear the Lubicon appeal. One of the 
judges on the Supreme Court of Canada panel 
was an ex-oil company lawyer, who later retired 
from the Bench and was appointed to the Board 
of Directors of a large petro-chemical 
conglomerate with interests in the Lubicon 
traditional territory. 

These are just a small sample of the obstacles 
faced by the Lubicon during the past 50-plus 
years. At times, the Lubicons' struggle truly 
crosses the border into the realm of the 
unbelievable. 

One can only wonder when it will stop.

The more things change, the more they stay the same 

The following quotation is from the landmark book "Silent Spring," by Rachel Carson. The 
book was published in 1962. 

'There is still very limited awareness of the nature of the (environmental) threat. This is an 
era of specialists, each of whom sees his own problem and is unaware of or intolerant of the 
larger frame into which it fits. It is also an era dominated by industry in which the right to 
make a dollar at whatever cost is seldom challenged.

The Buffalo 

Before the Europeans arrived in North 
America, vast herds of buffalo, or bison, roamed 
the continent. In fact, it is estimated that 
between the two species of buffalo, plains and 
wood, there were as many as one hundred 
million of the animals in existence. 

Native hunting had little effect on these herds, 
even though many tribes were highly dependent 
upon the buffalo, using its flesh for food, its 
bones to make tools, and its hide for clothing 
and shelter. 

The plains buffalo was far and way the most 
numerous of the two species. However, then the 
Europeans decided that they need the prairies 
for agriculture and ranching, the began, in the 
words of one author, "a campaign of organized 
carnage that must rank among the most 
appalling and wasteful of man's atrocities 
against nature." 

The worst slaughters occurred in the latter 
part of the 1800s, especially during the Indian 
wars of the 1860s and 1870s, in which the United 
States army killed millions of buffalo to deprive 
Natives of food. In fact, one white man was 
quoted as saying that "When the buffalo goes, so 
goes the Indian." 

As the prairies became dotted with huge piles 
of buffalo bones, the animals were also hunted 
for sport and left to rot in the sun. Although, 


according to some estimates, there were several 
hundred plains buffalo left by 1890, the species 
did not come under protection until 1893. 

Had it not been for the initial efforts of a 
relatively small number of individuals. Native 
and white, the species might easily have become 
extinct. All the same, it is estimated that at 
present, only several thousand plains buffalo 
remain, as members of captive herds in various 


locations throughout Canada and the United 
States. These remnants of the majestic herds that 
once covered the prairies are, indeed, a damning 
testimony to the white man's ecological folly. 

The wood bison, which prefers forested 
habitat, once ranged from the aspen parkland of 
central Alberta and Saskatchewan, east to the

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Feds find deficiencies in AL-Pac proposal 

Report not included in public bearings 

By Dale Stelter 

The federal department of Fisheries and Oceans has criticized the new 
proposal put out by Alberta-Pacific Forest Industries for its Athabasca- 
area pulp mill. The criticisms were contained in a report submitted in 
August to the review panel that conducted hearings into Alpac's 
proposal. 

Alpac had come forth with an untried bleaching process which it 
claimed would virtually eliminate production of the super-toxic dioxins 
and furans. 

However, the federal report questioned the validity of Alpac's claims. 

Further, the report stated that Alpac has not shown that dioxins and 
furans won't accumulate to contaminating levels in fish in the Athabasca 
River system. 

Ecologist David Schindler said that the federal report states that fish 
have shown adverse physiological effects when exposed to effluent with 
dioxin concentrations of one part per quadrillion. The current standards, 
as set by Health and Welfare Canada, is 20 parts per trillion. 

Schindler was a member of the review panel that recommended that 
Alpac's original proposal be shelved, and called for studies to determine 
existing levels of contamination in Alberta rivers. 

After receiving the Fisheries and Oceans report, the review panel 
studying Alpac's new proposal said that the report would not be heard, 
because it dealt with issues outside of the panel's terms of reference. 

Panel chairman Ed Brushett told the Edmonton Journal that "We were 
just unable to find anything in their submission that we would 
necessarily use in our evaluations ... 

"The impact of their effluent is not being considered by the panel," he 
said. "These are environmental issues and we're not mandated to look at 

Environmentalists have been extremely critical of the narrow terms of 
reference of the public hearings being conducted into Alpac's new 
proposal, saying that the environmental impacts should have been 
included. 

Only three days of hearings were held, and those hearings were 
confined to the town of Athabasca. Of the recommendations made by 
the original review panel after six weeks of hearings in communities in 
Alberta and the Northwest Territories, many — such as those dealing 
with Native land claims and treaties, and the effects of forestry 
operations — have not been dealt with. 

In related news, a coalition of environmental and Native groups has 
appeared in court to ask that the original review panel be reconvened to 
examine Alpac's new proposal. Northwest Territories, Edmonton Friends of the North, Friends of the

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Max Yalden Calls for Native Justice System

Max Yalden, head of the Canadian Human Rights Commission, has told 
the Cawsey task force looking into the feasibility of setting up a provincial 
Native justice system that such an attempt is necessary and overdue. 

However, before questioning from the task force chairman. Justice Allan 
Cawsey, Yalden admitted he did not have any specific recommendations 
on how such a system might be set up, nor how it would react with the 
present Canadian justice system. 

Yalden stated that Natives are saying to him "Give us the authority and 
the autonomy and we will deal with it." 

The Human Rights Commissioner told the task force that he hoped that 
briefs to be presented by the Indian Association of Alberta and the Metis 
Association would give further details on the Native justice system. 

Yalden said he hoped such a new system would "accommodate their 
[Native] interests and their requirements." 

In his statement to the task force, Yalden listed the numerous other 
inquiries other provinces have carried out which reveal the same answer: 
the "failure to deal fairly with what has too long been the single most 
disadvantaged group in our society." 

Yalden's brief included the following recommendations: greater self¬ 
policing by Metis and Indians; more Native representation in the RCMP 
and other police forces; and the "increasingly self-evident" need for a 
Native justice system. 

Yalden cited the precedent of such a "legal pluralism" as the co¬ 
existence for 200 years of the British-based criminal code and the Civil 
Code of Quebec. 

A Royal Commission to study Native conditions and the Indian Act was 
also recommended with a warning that a failure to respond to Native's 
demands would mean "more Okas and Chateauguays." 

In an interview with Alberta Native News, Max Yalden stressed the 
need for a Royal Commission into Native conditions among the same lines 
as the Bilingual and Bicultural Commission of the 1980s. 

Yalden said he believes there is a "much greater awareness factor and 
much more sympathy" towards Natives since Oka, typified by sympathy 
marches and protests across the country. 

He felt this was one of the positive effects of the Mohawk action since 


"most Canadians are not aware of the existence of Native people, let alone 
changing their problems." 

Yalden said he hopes that the Department of Indian Affairs has a new 
way of looking at things, since it acts in an "essentially paternalistic" and 
"arbitrary manner" to Natives. 

"Consultation [with Natives] has to be real consultation; there's got to 
be a process that is much more equal to equal and we need a sensible and 
reasonable approach to Native issues which are," Yalden conceded, "very 
complicated and very expensive, with enormous amounts of money 
engaged." 

One of the most complex issues is Native sovereignty demands. 

"There are numerous questions involved," said Yalden, who noted that 
such an issue as Mohawk sovereignty would involve the federal, Ontario, 
Quebec, New York state and U.S. governments. And such a complicated 
issue will not be resolved when "governments alone figure they can solve 
it; don't forget. Oka started with a government injunction to stop the 
Mohawks from persisting with a peaceful stoppage of a golf course 
expansion, and then you have the cops, who acted in an unconscionable 
manner." 

Native sovereignty and a Native justice system must be defined more 
precisely through a Royal Commission, Yalden believes. 

"Not to stall or slow down land claim negotiations," but in an effort to 
"find out where we disagree on those things [sovereignty and a Native 
justice system] and to try to agree on the language." 

Now, according to Yalden, some Natives use sovereignty to mean 
municipal powers, others demand sovereignty to full national powers and 
membership in the United Nations. 

"When people are using one term to cover such widely disparate things 
as that, it's not surprising there's a lot of misunderstanding; it's the same

thing with a Native justice system, from enforcing by-laws to a full parallel 
judicial system — no one knows what it means." 

As an example of the problems a parallel system might entail, Yalden 
used the comparison of a Native who comes into the city and commits a 
crime — which judicial system has jurisdiction? The same is true in 
reverse; if a white man goes onto a reserve and breaks the law, which 
system will try him? 

"We must push the government to introduce more clarity into these 
terms and negotiation means compromise on both sides." 

Yalden believes that more sovereignty for Natives means more power to 
control their own affairs and establish a better economic and land base to 
establish a self-sufficiency that would enable Natives to end their 
"unhealthy" reliance on a government-supplied welfare. 

Yalden criticized the government for having a "19th century view that 
Natives are the ward of the state," and added that "the whole government 
approach is wrong" in the way they proceed with only six land claims a 
year. 

"Indian Affairs says they've settled hundreds of claims, Georges 
Erasmus says it's about 43. The difference is that Indian Affairs considers a 
claim settled when they reject it. You can't solve land claims simply by 
having some lawyer in Justice saying, "Well, they don't have a legitimate 
claim." 

A Royal Commission, Yalden feels, would look at the creation of a 
permanent adjudicator who would have binding arbitration on land claim 
settlements. 

Whether or not such a Royal Commission will be drawn remains 
unclear, though Prime Minister Brian Mulroney made such an offer just 
before the Meech Lake Accord deadline to sway Manitoba MLA Elijah 
Harper.

LEONARD PELTIER

(The following is based on material supplied 
by the Leonard Peltier Defence Committee.) 

Leonard Peltier, the 46 year-old former leader 
of the American Indian Movement (AIM), has 
been incarcerated for nearly fifteen years, and 
remains the subject of one of the most 
controversial law 
cases in the U.S. 

As a member of the 
AIM, Peltier had been 
involved in militant 
protests against the 
breaking of treaties by 
the U.S. government. 

In June of 1975, 
ostensibly to arrest an 
Indian accused of 
stealing a pair of 
cowboy boots, 
approximately 200 
U.S. Marshalls, FBI 
agents, and police 
officers attacked a 
small group of 
Natives who were 

Jumping Bull Ranch, 
on the Pine Ridge 
reservation in South 
Dakota. 

In the ensuing 
shoot-out, two FBI agents and one Native were 
killed. Peltier and others fled from the scene 
and a few weeks later, Peltier took refuge in 
western Canada. 

In early 1976, Peltier was apprehended in 
Hinton, Alberta, and went through an 
extradition hearing in Vancouver. It was later 
proven in a U.S. Court of Appeal that the FBI 
had used fraudulent affidavits in securing 
Peltier's extradition to the U.S. Peltier's 1976 
request for political asylum in Canada was also 
refused. 

Peltier's trial took place during March and 
April of 1977, and he was subsequently 
sentenced to two consecutive Hfe terms. 
However, 12,000 pages of FBI documents - 
obtained through the Freedom of Information 
Act - substantiate the claim that "the evidence 
used to convict Peltier was false, and that the 
trial was fraught with official misconduct." 

Consequently, over 20 million petitioning 
private citizens have asked the U.S. government 
for a new trial for Peltier. They have been joined 
by approximately 60 Democratic and 
Republican Congressmen, the National 
Association of Defense Lawyers, and by world 
religious leaders. 

Amnesty International said, in its 1985 report.

that "The interests of justice would best be 
served by granting Leonard Peltier a new trial." 
Support for Peltier has also been expressed by 
the World Council of Churches, international 
human and aboriginal rights organizations, 
labour unions, and leading world figures, such 
as South African Archbishop Desmond Tutu, 


and Rev. Jesse Jackson, a past candidate for the 
Democratic U.S. presidential nomination. 

In June of 1989, Peltier's Ontario lawyer 
launched an appeal over the extradition 
proceedings before the Supreme Court of 
Canada. Although lawyers from Canada's 
Justice department, who represented the U.S. at 
the hearing, did not deny that the affidavits 
were fraudulent, the Supreme Court of Canada 
turned away the appeal. 

Canadian Liberal MP Warren Almand has 
prepared Motion 418, and will be asking the 
support of the House of Commons to annul the 
1976 extradition decision, and have Peltier 
returned to Canada. As such motions are picked 
randomly for presentation in the House of 
Commons, it is uncertain when Almand's will 
be introduced. Meanwhile, in the United States, 
lawyers are still trying to appeal Peltier's 
conviction.

Artist's Statement 

Oral history - the spoken transmission of the past - has not been granted 
the legality or respectability as of written European history. It is, therefore, 
a useful metaphor for the position of Native people, who are seen as 
occupying a diminished historical place in Canada. Native peoples are 
modern-day outlaws at the fringes of Canadian society and its collective 
consciousness. The consequences of being Native have influenced my 
thoughts and, by extension, my art. 

I call my generation - the fourth since British Columbia joined 
confederation - Lakit, the Chinook word that means "four." Chinook was 
a trade language used by all peoples of the coast, and so I chose this 
language because it could accommodate all cultural groups. I use this 
Chinook word to name a generation of Native people in post¬ 
confederation times, and think of it as a new way to begin defining the 
relationship which exists between the non-Native and Native Canadian 
peoples. 

Sometimes people ask me if I am an Indian artist. "Yes," I reply. "I am 
an artist who happens to be Indian." While my answer doesn't quite fit the 
question, I believe it adequately reflects my situation. I belong to a 
generation of Natives that was raised with a core of Indian values, and has 
to contend with the powerful forces which shape life in the twentieth 
century. Mentally, these two forces first created conflict in me, then a 
recognition of wasted energy, and finally, a fusion of identities. 

Indians possess values which were once fundamental to all humans: 
respect for the environment, a caretaker's role in relationship to the land, 
and a recognition that other human beings will follow us to reap the 
benefits or consequences of our actions. Such concepts are old and reflect a 
humankind attuned to the world - an awareness now largely engulfed by 
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and subservient to today's technologies. 

I look on this exhibition as a response to my cultural upbringing: 
traditionally based yet undeniably influenced by modem-day societv tyb- 
works speak a visual language, one that I hope reflects my search for 
answers to the questions asked by all people seeking personal growth, 
oome of my work is called traditional and some more contemporary. 
These two labels are inadequate - perhaps irrelevant - in their description 
of the artistic process. 1 believe my best work takes account of the past, 
present, and future tenses. I can say with certainty, as a person of the Lakit 
generation, that I find interest, value and hope in yesterday, today and 
more importantly, tomorrow.

Peace River-area pulp mill. One of the actions was filed by the Little Red 
River Cree tribe, who live downstream of the mill. The other was filed by 
the Dene Nation and Metis Association of the Northwest Territories, in 
conjunction with the Friends of the North environmental group. 

The applications for the court actions were filed in February of this year. 
The federal government had previously refused a number of requests to 
Conduct an environmental review of Daishowa's mill, which utilizes the 
bleached kraft pulping process. The §550 million pulp mill was not 
subjected to public hearings. 

In the meantime, other lawsuits involving Daishowa's mill continue to 
proceed. In June, legal actions were commenced against the Alberta 
government, in order to have Daishowa's two licences to operate - which 
were granted by the province - set aside. That lawsuit was commenced by 
a coalition of Native and environmental groups, involving essentially the 
same parties launching one of the federal court actions. The hearings for 
that lawsuit will also likely take place sometime in the early part of 1991. 

In March, another lawsuit was commenced against the provincial 
government in objection to the Forestry Management Agreement that 
Daishowa signed with Alberta Forestry, Lands and Wildlife. That lawsuit 
involved a private citizen from the Peace River area, and three 
environmental groups, the Alberta Wilderness Association, the Peace 
River Environmental Society, and the Sierra Club of Western Canada.

Rocky Mountains, and north to the Mackenzie valley. It is estimated that 
the species originally numbered in the hundreds of thousands. However, 
overhunting and habitat destruction took a drastic toll, and by 1891, only 
300 wood bison remained. 

In part to preserve those few bison. Wood Buffalo National Park was 
created, and by 1922, conservation efforts had allowed the heard to grow 
to between 1500 and 2000 animals. However, in the mid-1920s, a captive 
herd of plains bison were moved to the park, and after interbreeding 
occurred, it was feared that the wood bison had completely disappeared. 

In 1957, though, an isolated group of about 200 wood bison was 
discovered near the northern boundary of the park. Some of the animals 
were taken to an area north of Great Slave Lake, now known as the 
Mackenzie Bison Sanctuary, and another group was taken to Elk Island 
National Park, near Edmonton. Once more, the wood bison was brought 
back from the brink of extinction, and it is estimated that the Mackenzie 
group now numbers around 2,000 animals. 

Recently, however, the federal government has proposed a plan to kill 
more than 4,000 wood bison living in and around Wood Buffalo National 
Park. Agriculture Canada claims that the buffalo, which suffer from 
tuberculosis and brucellosis, pose a threat to nearby herds of cattle and 
healthy buffalo. The plan has come under heavy criticism from Natives 
and a number of environmental groups.

We are Indian war veterans who stand 
squarely beside our endangered brothers and 
sisters at Kanesatake and Kahnawake. We are 
Aboriginal warriors who cannot stand by 
silently as the Canadian federal government and 
the Quebec provincial government attempt to 
exploit the present crisis to poison public 
opinion against our people. 

Most of us fought in the Canadian Armed 
Forces during the Second World War. Some of us 
served in Korea. We are part of a long tradition 
that has seen many generations of Indian 
warriors fight in alliance with the Imperial 
Crown. In the American Revolution most of our 
people opposed the rebels who founded the 
United States. In the war of 1812 especially 
Indian people were instrumental in preventing 
the loss of territory to the United States. At a 
time when the British military was preoccupied 
with the European war against Napoleon, our 
great Generai Tecumseh mobilized a broad 
confederacy of Indian fighting forces against 
American aggression in the interior. If it had not 
been for the actions of our warriors at this 
moment of crisis, there probably would be no 
Canada. The stars and stripes would be flying 
over the northern part of the continent. 

We maintained our tradition of military 
alliance with the Crown during the two world 
wars which have marked this century. We have 
consistently defended this country against 
aggressors. 

The rate of Indian participation in both wars 
was the highest of any group in Canada. 
Although our special legal status meant that we 
could not be conscripted, many thousands of us 
volunteered for the armed services when this 
country's future was most imperiled. Many 
hundreds of us fell in action. How often do 
Canadians remember that the flower of our 
young manhood also lies buried under the soil 
of military cemeteries in France and elsewhere? 

Many of us served with great distinction and 
have been recognized for our bravery. Tommy 
Prince is just one of our many war heroes. Our 
radio talkers, whose use of Indian languages 
confounded enemy spies listening in on strategic 
communications, have yet to be recognized for 
their special contributions. Those Indian people 
who stayed home also contributed significantly 
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to the larger war effort in the form of money, 
materials and moral support. Are Canadians 
aware of this aspect of our warrior tradition? 

The historical record makes it absolutely clear, 
then, that we have never been conquered. In 
fact, we have been among the most active and 
consistent defenders of our lands. As warriors 
we have protected the territories of our ancient 
Aboriginal nations and in so doing we have 
contributed to the national security of Canada. 

Why then does your government persist in 
acting as if we are an enemy of the state. Why 
does your government employ public opinion 
specialists — specialists employed in a 
campaign known as SWAT (Special Words and 
Tactic) — to turn the attitude of Canadians 
against the realization of our legitimate 
objectives? The recent slander against our 
people by Harry Swain, Deputy Minister of 
Indian Affairs, is indicative of the subversive 
assault we have consistently faced from your 
government. Civil servants who are employed 
to work with us are evidently being given the 
message that their job is to undermine our 
interests. 

As Indian war veterans we have made 
significant sacrifices to defend the rights and 
freedoms of Canadians generally. But these same 
rights and freedoms too often have been denied 
to our own people. In Canada, Aboriginal 
people face the shortest life expectancy, the 
highest infant mortality and the highest 
unemployment rates. Our people are far more 
likely to spend time in jail than in University. 

The terrible miscarriages of justice which too 
often befall us have come to light in the cases of 
Donald Marshall Jr., Helene Betty Osbourne, J. J. 
Harper and Minnie Sutherland. We know these 
incidents are not isolated cases, but that they 
reflect patterns of systemic racism that too often 
have pushed our people to drug and alcohol 
abuse and suicide. When will the killing stop? 
When will Indians cease to be such common 
targets for the abuse of coercive power by the

As Indian war veterans, how much longer should we be expected to 
tolerate your government's inaction in dealing with our legitimate claims 
for a widened land base and our claims for recognition of our inherent 
powers of self-government? While your government can point to some 
progress in dealing with the people of Denendeh and Nunavut, the vast 
majority of us whose territories lie within provincial boundaries have 
experienced nothing but procrastination and excuses in dealing with our 
lands rights. Indeed, instead of fulfilling your fiduciary responsibility to 
help us defend our lands from the hostile encroachment of provinces, you 
have sided with provinces to fight against us. You don't even respect your 
own laws! You fail to fulfil your constitutional responsibilities to uphold 
solemn promises made by the imperial sovereign in acknowledgement of 
our Aboriginal and treaty rights. 

Where possible you attempt to play the old game of divide-and-conquer 
against us. The creation of the artificial Woodland Cree band as a way to 
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undermine the Lubicons was a particularly cynical abuse of state power. 
Harry Swain's recent intervention is a similar display of your 
government's cynical efforts to undermine our assertion of Aboriginal 
solidarity. 

On the international level you seek to counter every move. You even 
stoop to the level of denying we are peoples — peoples who possess 
powers of self-determination that are recognized in international 
covenants that Canada has sanctioned. Instead, you stick to the insulting 
position that we are not peoples with distinct languages and cultural 
heritages of our own. Rather you insist on characterizing us as minority 
"populations": you insist our solemn treaties have no international 
identity whatsoever, but that they are mere domestic contracts. 

In your text of the Meech Lake accord, your government made it 
absolutely explicit that we do not fit within your definition of the 
fundamental characteristic of Canada. Nor were Native people in Quebec 
afforded any recognition in Meech's definition of that province's distinct 
identity. Moreover, the unanimity provisions of the Meech Lake accord 
would have made it virtually impossible for us ever to obtain reform of 
the House of Commons or of the Senate so that we could have 
spokespeople in these central institutions of Canadian democracy that are 
directly accountable to us as distinct Aboriginal constituencies. Without 
such spokespeople, how can you say we are fairly represented by your 
government? The unanimity provisions, giving veto power to every 
provincial legislature over the constitutional future of Yukon and the 
Northwest Territories, represented a similar willingness on your part to 
trade away our interests for your own political gain. 

Fortunately, Elijah Harper was able to block your constitutional assault 
on Aboriginal people. Meech Lake was killed largely because of his efforts 
and because of our people's effectiveness in backing him up. Apparently, 
however, you would prefer not to admit to Canadian citizens or to the 
world at large that your major constitutional initiative failed because of 
your government's ineptitude and neglect in dealing with us. You prefer 
rather to pin the death of Meech Lake on Premier Clyde Wells of 
Newfoundland. You -prefer to cover up the fact that your constitutional 
proposal failed largely because of its racist denial that our people have a 
rightful role to play in determining the constitutional makeup of Canada. 

Now the neglect and bad faith you have shown towards us is on display 
for all the world to see. Your failure to speak out clearly against the crimes 
of the Quebec police force towards the people of Kanesatake and 
Kahnawake shows that you hold our human rights lower than those of 
Palestinians and Black South Africans. While your government 
condemned the withholding of food from these groups as an unacceptable 
denial of their human rights, you refuse to say anything against those 
officials who are employing the same tactics against our people in Canada. 
And the fact that you have failed to condemn publicly the unruly 
Chateauguay mobs who are regularly burning effigies of our people has 
not gone unnoticed. 

In watching these images on television our young people are having to 
look at some hard realities about what they face in Canada. Racism is a 
fact of life that we must deal with every day. And, obviously, the situation 
is getting worse with every passing hour as a result of your inability or 
unwillingness to lead at this very dangerous juncture in our relationship. 
We deserve better. The people of Canada deserve better. 

We are Indian warriors who put our lives on the line to defend Canada 
when this country was most imperiled. Many of us are now elders, chiefs 
and councillors of our communities. We believe ourselves to be entitled to 
far more enlightened treatment from your government. We are especially 
pained to watch our children denied the rights and freedoms we fought to 
defend. How do you justify acting in a way so unworthy of the high office 
granted by your people? 
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A Salute to Oka! 

A Tribe with courage, strength and 
determination-to fight for what is right.

Dear Editor, 

Today, the people of Canada, at the hand of their government, stand 
branded in the eyes of the world as liars, cheaters, hypocrites, and thieves. 
It is becoming clear to the world that we do not uphold the very principles 
with which we have professed ourselves to be a multi-cultural, peaceful 
and non-discriminating group of people, the very principles with which 
we find it within our right to interfere in and advise on the domestic racial 
problems in other countries of the world. 

For some of us, it has personally been more convenient to turn our 
heads away from the atrocities which have perpetually been committed 
against Native peoples in the past; but for many of us it has been 
unintentional that we have been ignorant of these atrocities. The various 
governments of Canada have been only too happy to perpetuate this 
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ignorance and have often gone further by misinforming us about the 
plight of Native peoples. The governments have had great leverage in this 
endeavour directly due to the fact that they have been able to conta'.. 
Native peoples on lands designated as Reserves, with borders and 
boundaries stipulated, so that they would remain within those boundaries 
out of sight, out of the mainstream, and out of equality with the rest of 
Canada. 

Can we express any wonder then, that Native people consider 
themselves an entity on their own, apart from the rest of Canada? Native 
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To the Mohawks: The First Nations of Canada 
appreciate your stand and pray for peace and justice 



unique existence in 
this vast land, they 
face the threat of 
extinction. 

It is crucial to point 
out here that Native 
people didn't come to 
this country and then 
demand certain rights 
from us. And it is not 
by accident that 
Canada is the chosen 
country of all other 
peoples, who are 
lucky to reside here. 

It cannot be denied, 
even by the most 
adamant of those 
against Natives' 
requests for their 
rights, that Native people have shown great strength and self-control in 
this quest. There has been much talk of violence; we have now witnessed 
and it has been confirmed to the rest of the world that the violence has 
come from people other than Natives. In their most recent quest. Natives 
have been denied food, medicine, and freedom of movement. With regard 
to freedom of movement, some of us want to vehemently declare that it is 
Native people who are currently denying others this right. But even our 
ignorance of Native culture and circumstance surely cannot blind us to the 
blatant fact that Native people have been denied freedom of movement, as 
well as other basic necessities of life, from the day foreigners set foot on 
this land. And yet they have remained quietly tolerant. 

The warriors at Oka have shown great strength, courage, tolerance and 
control in the defense of their Reserve. One young warrior facing Canada's 
army at the barricades said. "Yes, I am afraid - but not to die. I am afraid 

Native people have been more tolerant of the foreigners who took over 
their lands and pushed and held them in far-off comers than we will ever 
have the ability to comprehend. 

The government's current actions against Native peoples smack of the 
indecencies and obscenities committed by such tyrants as Hitler and Idi 
Amin. It was Mulroney who inadvertently drew our attention to this fact 
when he stated that he had just cause to call in the army because it is 
common practice in other countries under similar circumstances. 
Obviously, if it suits Mr. Mulroney, he will even follow the example of 
dictators! 

Non-support for Native rights at this time in Canada's history indeed 
condones the government's actions against Native peoples. In condoning 
these actions by those elected to serve us, we put our own democratic 
rights in jeopardy; we should be aware that such actions could in the 
future be directed at us. We stand to lose not only the esteem of the rest of 
the world; we stand to lose our self-respect.

BLOCKADE OF HIGHWAY 6 ENTERS SECOND DAY. 

On September 6th, the Saugeen Ojibway enter the second day of their 
peaceful blockade of Highway 6 at their traditional hunting grounds 15 
km. south of Tobermory in Ontario. 

The Natives temporarily lifted their barricades of trees and rocks to 
allow an ambulance swift passage through the area they control. Good 
relations continue between the Provincial Police and the Saugeen Ojibway. 

Since the news of the blockade first broke, many people have phoned to 
express their support and ask what they could do to show it. We invite all 
who want to help, to phone Prime Minister Mulroney and Premier 
Bourassa and urge them to withdraw the Quebec Provincial Police from all 
Mohawk reserves in Quebec and to turn the investigation of Mohawks at 
Kanesatake and Kahnawake over to the RCMP. 

We note recent media reports of intimidation and beatings of Native 
people by the Quebec Provincial Police. We note the Quebec Police Union 
has stated its opposition to any form of policing that would relieve the SQ 
of their responsibility for Native reserves. We note the reluctance of both 
the Quebec and federal governments to address, without delay, the 
legitimate fears of the Mohawk people of persecution by the SQ. 

The Saugeen Ojibway entreat the governments of Canada and Quebec 
to withdraw the SQ and we entreat the government of Canada to charge 
the RCMP with responsibility for the investigation of alleged Mohawk

The Quapel affair began on 12 September, 
1990. On that date, four Natives (James Bigtooth, 
Brenda Horn, Henry Horn and William Johnson) 
entered the Quapel federal Registry Office. They 
asked to see Mr. Jacques Baquier, the Registrar. 

After being shown into his office, Brenda 
Horn presented him with a written demand that 
the Registry Building be turned over to Mr. 
Bigtooth immediately. The document claimed 
that the land under the Registry Building was, in 
fact, the property of the Indians. A second 
document, issued by the Band, authorized Mr. 
Bigtooth to take possession of the building on 
behalf of the Band. 

When Mr. Baquier attempted to laugh the 
matter off, Brenda Horn placed her hand on his 
shoulder and told him that he was under arrest 
for an indictable offence, in violation of Section 
337 of the Criminal Code. She also informed him 
that the arrest was being made under the terms 
of Section 494. 

Once Mr. Baquier was convinced that they 
were serious, he accompanied them to Constable 
Brant, as required by Section 494. 

CC Sec. 337: "Everyone who, being or having been 
employed in the service of Her Majesty in right of 
Canada or a province, or in the service of a 
municipality, and entrusted by virtue of that 
employment with the receipt, custody, management, 
or control of ANYTHING, refuses or fails to deliver it, 
is guilty of an indictable offence and liable to 
imprisonment for a term not exceeding fourteen 

CC 494 (1): "Any one may arrest without warrant (a) a 
person he finds committing an indictable offence."(3): 
"Any one other than a peace officer who arrests a 
person without warrant shall forthwith deliver the 
person to a peace officer." 

William Johnson then displayed Press 
credentials to Cst. Brant and asked what action 
he intended to take with Mr. Baquier. Cst. Brant 
refused to comment; he took Mr. Baquier to the 
cells and locked him in. Johnson apparently filed 
the story with the wire services immediately, as

reporters began making enquiries almost 
immediately. The first reporters already had the 
names of Cst. Brant and his detachment 
commander. Sergeant Moliere. 

Cst. Brant called Sgt. Moliere for advice. Sgt. 
Moliere was reluctant to authorize the release of 
Mr. Baquier, because CC 337 is solely an 
indictable offence, and quite a serious one. He, 
in turn, called provincial RCMP headquarters 
for advice. 

At this point, the story becomes somewhat 
confused. I have been unable to leam precisely 
how many of the senior officers talked to Sgt. 
Moliere. All of them agree that they refused to 
become involved in the matter, as they felt it was 
a matter for the judgement of the detachment. 

Sgt. Moliere then arranged for Mr. Baquier to 
be taken before Justice Benjamin Nomura, as 
required by CC 503 (1), on October 12th, 1990. 
When he appeared there, Mr. Baquier pleaded 
not guilty to the charge. The four Natives 
appeared and Brenda Horn filed an information 
with Justice Nomura. The information ran to 
some 632 pages and dealt extensively with the 
Band's Quapel land claim. 

Basically, Ms. Horn's position was that Mr. 
Baquier had violated CC 337 by refusing to 
deliver to the Band property legally owned by 
the Band. Mr. Baquier indignantly explained 
that the land was owned by the federal 
government, and Ms. Horn stated that the 
information she had presented proved that it 
was not, and had never been, owned by the 
crown. She further stated that the land had been 
stolen from the Indians, and filed another 
information charging Mr. Baquier and 
(unnamed) others with conspiracy to commit 
theft by conversion, under Section 332 and 465 
(1) (c). 

CC 332 (1): "Every one commits theft who 
fraudulently and without colour of right takes, or 
fraudulently and without colour of right converts to

Shirley Chee Choo

Hailing from James Bay, Shirley Chee Choo is a dedicated Native actress 
now appearing in Calgary at the Alberta Theatre Project's production of 
Thomson Highway's play Rez Sisters. 

The production is scheduled to run from September 19 to October 20. 
Involved in professional theatre for only six years, Chee Choo has 
already organized one theatre company, the Debajehmujig Theatre Group, 
dedicated to promoting Native playwrights and developing new Native 
talent in acting and directing. 

"There are Natives becoming involved in creative arts, now," says Chee 
Choo, who observes that the acclaimed Native writer Thomson Highway 
was once the director of the Debajehmujig Theatre Group.

The actress notes that Rez Sisters draws different reactions from its 
audiences depending on whether they are Native or not. 

"Overall I have to say it's a very good response," says Chee Choo. 
"Natives find it hilarious, they pick up on the Native humour; in other 
places, the reaction is there but in different spots, not in the same places as 
the Natives." 

The actress draws a comparison between the play and the movies of 
black director Spike Lee who details the black experience in America in 
uncompromising terms. 

It's a matter of "telling the 
right stories," says Chee Choo, 
who first performed in Rez 
Sisters when the Toronto 
theatre group Native Earth took 
the play to a theatre festival in 
Edinburgh, Scotland. 

As a committed Native actor 
and artist, Chee Choo is sure 
that Oka will profoundly 
influence Natives, including 
Native performers. 

"I'm sure you're going to see 
a lot of stuff come out of Oka," 
says Chee Choo, including 
Native plays detailing the 
Native viewpoint and 
experience. 

"The theatre is one way of 
communicating, and theatre has always been part of Native history with 
their storytelling and performances." 

The actress is also a prolific playwright, turning out four plays and 
completing her first film script called Strings, a "very dark comedy," 
according to its author. 

The movie concerns itself with two twins separated at birth and who 
meet years later only to fall in love and marry. An aunt who comes to visit 
finally tells them the truth. 

Chee Choo is a fan of American film director David Lynch who 
specializes in the off-beat, surreal nature of common-day events, and the 
actress had hoped to interest the American, but "how do you find David 
Lynch?" As it is, a Canadian company has expressed interest in producing 
the movie. 

"It's about time," declares Chee Choo, "that Native people started 
writing their own films because we do so much complaining about the 
stuff people write about us. Just complaining doesn't produce our own 
visions or experiences." Chee Choo says people have the right to do what 
they think happened but "it's about time we looked after ourselves, and 
produced our own films." 

In the meantime, the actress says her philosophy of living day to day 
and for the moment prevents her from getting frustrated. 

"Be happy now," she says, "try to live the moment." 

One thing that does disturb her is the lack of trust between people 
which extends to her own acting profession. 

"The frustrating thing is that people don't believe in Native actors, don't 
trust them to give them the chance." 

Still, Shirley Chee Choo exemplifies what can happen for those with 
perseverance and dedication, and it is that, once Rez Sisters closes, which 
will take her back to Ontario to teach drama to Native students in schools 
there.

Greetings, 

We the Sacred Circle Society, representing the 
Native brothers at the Atlantic Institution, 
Renous, New Brunswick, are seeking your 
assistance in a battle against the federal 
government, particularly the Correctional 
Service of Canada. 



Specifically, we require the assistance of our 
Elders, Leaders, Warriors and friends, to win a 
battle against forces which are inherently 
opposed to our traditions and customs. 

To win our struggle, we urgently require 
unity; we need to be united like the earth and 
trees. (Yes! Just as we were rooted as one against 
the Meech Lake Accord.) 

We will now tell you why we are in battle 
against our Keepers, the Correctional Service of 

Unanimously it has been decided to stop all 
talks with our Keepers at Atlantic Institution. 
And because we are fed up with their incessant 
demonstration of disrespect for our spirituality 
and, in general, our down-to-earth way of life. 

The disrespect is unacceptable to the 
leadership and members of our Sacred Circle 
Society. And in seeking your support, the 
following is an outline description of encounters 


with our Keepers: 

Via underlings, the Warden has com¬ 
municated to our Society that he would dissolve 
its leadership and forbid council meetings if we 
continued to table political issues respecting the 
concern of Native brothers. This is, of course, 
infinitely more than just disrespect. It is in 
essence a most serious 
threat which must be 
taken seriously. 

Moreover, our 
Keepers deliberately 
approved an inmate- 
family social on the 
very date it was 
known in advance a 
Pow-wow was to take 
place. This act could 
have created racial 
tension, if our Society 
had not recognized 
the scheme of things. 
Hence, discretion 
being the better part 
of valour, the Pow¬ 
wow was cancelled. 

It was also com¬ 
municated to our 
Society that we could 
not engage legal 
counsel. Additionally 
respecting spiritual 
ceremonies per se, the 
Correctional Service of 
Canada, National 
Headquarters, tell us 
that the Warden has 
the last say on 
whether we are the 
recipients of our innate needs. 

Needless to say, we are greatly dis¬ 
advantaged, hence this doubles the need of your 
assistance. Even a letter will bolster our deter¬ 
mination to overcome what is tantamount to the 
annihilation of our spirit. 

In near conclusion, please accept our thanks 
for draining the Meech Lake Accord. And we 
hope that our support was communicated to the 
free world of our ancestors by the wind. And 
who but the likes of our Keepers, would not be 
proud of our brother, Elijah Harper. 

Thank you for hearing our words from the 
heart-beat of our Sacred Circle Society.

his use or to the use of another person, anything 
whether animate or inanimate, with intenh (a) to 
deprive temporarily or absolutely, the owner of it, or a 
person who has a spedal property or interest in it, of 
the thing or of his property or interest in it; (or) (d) to 
deal with it in such a manner that it cannot be restored 
in the condition in which it was at the time it was 


taken or converted." 

"(3) A taking or conversion of anything may b< 
fraudulent notwithstanding that it is effected withou 
secrecy or attempt at concealment" 

CC 465 (1) (c): "Every one who conspires with any oni 


paragraphs (a) or (b) is guilty of an indictable offence 
and liable to the same punishment as that to which an 
accused who is guilty of that offence would, on 
conviction, be liable." 

The CC 332 accusation against Mr. Baquier 
was supported by a paper written by Mr. 
Baquier on the history of the Quapel land claim 
for the Ministry. The Band had apparently 
gotten a copy of it via a rather general demand 
under the Access to Information Act, and 
entered it to "prove" that Mr. Baquier was quite 
aware that the land did not belong to the crown. 

Justice Nomura, apparently feeling well 
beyond his depth, arranged for the release from

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mafe the world a better place 
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custody of Mr. Baquier on his own recognizance, 
and arrangements for his trial in provincial court 
were begun. 

Attempts by crown attorneys to have the 
matter quashed during the preliminary hearing 
were not successful; Judge Keighley of the 
Provincial Court pointed out that Ms. Horn's 
informations were not trivial or without merit, 
and that the guilt or innocence of Mr. Baquier 
could only be established by proving the land 
under the Registry Building to be either crown 
land or Band land, and determining Mr. 
Baquier's understanding of the matter. 



The trial thus came to be a determination of 
the Quapel land claim; if the Indians owned the 
land, Mr. Baquier was guilty, although he would 
probably be safe from major punishment if he 
acted in the belief that it was crown land. If the 
land belonged to the crown, then Mr. Baquier 
would be innocent. 

The Minister rushed in an experienced land 
claim negotiating team, who were quite 
confident of their ability to prove Mr. Baquier's 
innocence, and the crown's ownership of the 
land. Unfortunately, they were not familiar with 
the strict rules of evidence required in a criminal 
court; much of their evidence was thrown out by 
Judge Reighley as irrelevant, hearsay, or for 
other reasons. Under those strict rules of 
evidence, they found it extremely difficult to 
deal with the problems which arose. 

Judge Reighley eventually ruled that Mr. 
Baquier was innocent of any offence, because he 
lacked the 'mens rea' (the 'guilty mind', or intent 
to commit an offence). He also ruled, however, 
that the land was Band property, and ordered 
that it be returned to them forthwith. He further 
stated that he regretted a thorough criminal 
investigation into the allegations of conspiracy 
had not been done and, in his opinion, those 
charges should be fully investigated. 

While Judge Reighley's decision has, of 
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course, been appealed, I must inform you that 
some twenty-eight civil servants and three 
police officers have been arrested in similar 
fashion since Reighley's decision came down. 
There is an urgent need to introduce changes 
into the Criminal Code, which at present leaves 
dedicated civil servants far too vulnerable to this 
sort of vindictive and malicious use of existing 

1 apologize for the brevity of this report, but 
my office is currently in turmoil as a result of 
five RCMP searches of all our documentation on 
various land claims during the past eleven days. 
This Indian tactic of using the Criminal Code to 
charge civil servants is devastating to the 
efficiency of my office. I should appreciate an 
assurance that all of my legal expenses for the 
charges which have been laid against me 
personally will be paid for by the crown. I must 
say that the delay in giving such an assurance 
has been very worrying to all of the civil 
servants now facing criminal charges.

This little tale is fantastic fiction. It could not 
happen within the well-ordered little world of 
Canada's civil servants - or could it? The law 
changes slowly, and neither the protections 
given to the citizen nor the extra authority 
granted to government employees under the 
Criminal Code have reached the reality we see 
around us today. It is quite clear that 
government employees (including the police) 
often exceed their authority; sometimes by so 
great a degree that they thereby commit criminal 
offences and become vulnerable to charges. 

It is also quite clear that the authority granted 
to any citizen by the Criminal Code is rather 
large. A citizen does not have to obey illegal 
orders, just because they are given by a man in 
uniform. A citizen can arrest any person who 
commits an indictable offence, to begin the 
process of bringing the criminal to justice. He 
does not have to wait for the police to come. 

The belief that you have no authority, no 
power and must do what you are told, is the 
mental set of a slave. Indians are not slaves, 
although they are often treated as though they 
are; Indians are citizens. As citizens, they have 
rights; but that's useless to them unless they 
know what those rights are and how to exercise 

Indian resistance to government abuses can 
make use of the existing laws - if those laws are 
known and understood. Martin"s Criminal 
Code is available through any good bookstore; 
and many provisions of the Criminal Code are 
NOT well understood by our government 
employees. There's plenty of scope for use of our 
more interesting existing laws, like CC 337, 
which have been ignored for years - but are still

The Blackfoot Economic Development 
Corporation (B.E.D.Co) was established in 1987 
by the Siksika Nation to act as an agent for the 
Chief and Council in promoting investment in, 
and economic development of, the Siksika or 
Blackfoot Reserve. Under this broad mandate, 
the company plans, co-ordinates and 
administers a variety of ventures on behalf of 
the Siksika Administration. B.E.D.Co. is 
registered as a not-for-profit company, with all 
shares held by the elected Chief and Councillors. 
A 9-member Board of Directors is composed of 3 
members of Council and 6 members-at-large, 
who are appointed by the Chief and CouncU. 

An important function performed by the 
company is to serve as a bridge between the 
Siksika Administration and those parties 
interested in establishing business links with the 
Siksika Nation. This "bridging" function is 
performed by B.E.D.Co. on several levels: by 
updating and distributing to interested parties 
information regarding business opportunities on 
the Siksika Reserve; by conducting negotiations 
pertaining to specific ventures with those 
parties; and finally, by entering into legal 
agreements, including the leasing of reserve 
land, with off-reserve companies or individuals.

• A 114-acre 


serviced light-industrial park, to be located 
near the town of Gleichen. Oriented towards 
manufacturing activities, this park will offer 
long-term land leases at rates well below those 
available from comparable rural municipalities. 
Located adjoining the CPR main line and a short 
distance from the junction of the Trans-Canada 
Highway and the proposed truck by-pass 22X, it 
will feature excellent transportation links. 
Projections are for three businesses, employing 
at least 100 Band members, to be operating in 
the industrial park by the year 1995. B.E.D.Co. 
will provide assistance for Social Assistance 
benefits to be transferred into wage subsidies if 
certain criteria are met. 

• A 50,000 sq. ft. office and commercial 
complex is being planned, to house Tribal 
Administration offices and provide space for 
about ten small businesses. Also included in this 
project will be a ceramic manufacturing facility 
and a gas bar with convenience store and car 
wash. This project will create an opportunity for 
Siksika entrepreneurs to operate their own 
businesses, such as stores, a restaurant or a 
laundromat. The gas bar was expected to be 
constructed in 1989 with the other facilities 
scheduled for completion in 1990. 

• A garment industry training program has 
been undertaken and a training module for 
teaching commercial sewing skills on the Siksika 
Reserve has been developed in co-operation 
with Employment and Immigration Canada. 
The objective is to have 100 Band members 
employed in the garment industry by 1992. The 
project is complementary with the industrial 
park development, since one or more garment 
manufacturing plants are expected to locate

there and operate on a joint venture basis. 

• The Tribal Ranch is being reorganized from 
a co-operative to a for-profit enterprise. Its cow- 
calf operation is being expanded to 400 head by 
1991. 

• A leather-craft production project is being 
planned to take advantage of an increasing 
demand for leather goods in Western Canada. 
This small-scale production enterprise would be 
a source of employment for handicapped 
members of the Band. 

• A Community Tourism Action Plan has 
just been completed by the Siksika Nation. 
Major initiatives in this plan include the 
construction of a Northern Plains Indians 
interpretive centre, possible expansion of Siksika 
Resort to include a new public 18-hole golf 
course, and the development of a range of 
facilities to serve an expanding tourism market. 
These would include a camp-ground, motel 
accommodation, horseback riding, and boating 
and fishing on the Bow River. 

• A market garden to supply vegetables for 
Band needs is being considered. Conceived to be 
about 50 acres in area, it would take advantage 
of irrigation infrastructure already in existence 
on the Siksika Reserve. 

Locating a business, such as a manufacturing 
facility, on the Siksika Reserve can gain for that 
enterprise significant competitive advantages. 
These can be summarized as (1) low tenancy

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Helping Former Inmates Return to Outside Life 


By Ryan Edwards 

After a person has spent time in prison, the 
process of re-entering society can, for a number 
of reasons, be very stressful and even traumatic. 
The Alberta Vocational College (AVC) in 
Edmonton has begun its Community Integration 
and Adjustment Program, to help post-release 
inmates overcome that trauma, and become 
functioning and contributing members of 
society. 

One of the main functions of the 12-week 
program is to help former inmates reduce the 
anxiety faced when re-entering society. Indeed, 
while life in prison can remain static and 
unchanging, the outside society may be 
changing quickly and dramatically. 

As well, while a person is in prison, the 
responsiblity of many everyday activities, even 
some as simple as preparing meals or supplying 
oneself with sufficient and proper clothing, are 
dealt with by someone else. As a result, many 
aspects of the day-to-day decision-making 
processes that we normally take for granted are 
taken away. 

When it comes time for a person to re-enter 
society, they may find themselves in a strange 
community, with little or no money, little or 
nothing in the way of job-searching skills, asnd 
possibly with poor social skills. 

Therefore, while taking the AVC's program, 
former inmates participate in classroom 
presentations, group discussions, and individual 
consultations. In this way, they can increase their 
knowledge of life in the outside community, and 
prepare themselves for following a balanced 
lifestyle when they enter that community. 

As Bev Thomson, Program Co-ordinator, 
states, "Rehabilitation takes places in the 


community." 

In terms of job 
searching techniques, 
the students learn 
about such things as 
barriers to 

employment, goal 
planning, preparing 
resumes, interviewing 
skills, and 

apprenticeship 
opportunities. 

As well, the 
students are able to 
upgrade their 

academic skills to the 
point where they can 
write and pass a pre- 
apprenticeship 
examination in career 
trades. Using 

classroom instruction, 
individual learning 
techniques and 
community-based 
resource persons, 
students can improve their skills 
mathematics, reading,writing, science and social 
studies. There are, of course, those students 
who, instead of pursuing a trade, decide to 
move onto higher levels of education. 

As an addded incentive toward eventually 
making their own way in society, students are 
paid a wage of $4.50 per hour, to a maximum of 
eight hours per day. Indeed, it has been shown 
that for the amount of money that is required to 
keep a person in prison, several inmates can be 
retrained and turned into productive taxpayers. 



The AVC can claim a high degree of success in 
its Community Integration and Adjustment 
Program - as of August, nearly 87 percent of all 
participants had either been placed in a job or 
were pursuing higher education. 

The program was first initiated in 1989, with 
two pilot projects being run, and the first actual 
session took place earlier this year. The present 
session will be completed in October.

(buffalo) was once a common sight across the plains of North America. 
With the flow of settlers and frontiersmen into the western regions of the

a few citizen and government groups that the 
bison still remains today. 

Unlike the hunter of today, who wastes much 
of his kill, the Native hunters of yesterday were 
much more versatile with their prize. 

The buffalo was not only used for its meat 
protein, or for its ability to provide warm 
clothing. The buffalo was used for much more 
than that. 

The short, curved horn of the beast was used 
for many things including spoons, cups and 
weapons. The skull of the animal was used in 
religious ceremony - it is part of the Sun Dance. 
Bones from the bison made ideal tools and 
knives; the stomach provided an excellent 
cooking pot and the bladder made an ideal 
waterproof bag. 

Sinews and tendons were used to make bow 
strings for the warriors and hunters as well as 
thread for the women's sewing needle, which 
was fashioned from a bone or a sliver of horn. 

The hooves of the bison were used in making 
glue while some used the tail as a fly swatter. 
Teeth made becoming necklaces, and dewclaws 
could be used to make rattles. 

Ribs were used for a variety of things 
including the making of arrow shafts and lances. 

The full hide of the buffalo provided for 
warm winter clothing and the stripped (bare) 
hide was used for summer clothing and tipi 
door coverings. 

The hair of the bison was used as filling for 
the sleeping area, and also woven into rope to 
make a variety of items. 

The bison - once a major contributor to the 
Native way of life.

An Alternative Funding Arrangement (AFA) Agreement has been 
signed at Wapekeka, Ontario by Shirley Martin, Minister of State for 
Indian Affairs and Northern Development and by Chief Charles Brown 
and members of the Wapekeka First Nation Council. The agreement, 
worth $5,959,758, will be in effect for five years, expiring March 31,1995. 

This agreement includes funds for education of children in the 
community, economic development, band management, capital facilities 
and community services. 

A positive step towards the future, the AFA will provide the band with 
more flexibility in controlling its own funds. This will enable it to further 
enhance existing programs, and to implement further endeavours. 

"Over the past decade relationships between my department and bands 
have evolved to the point where my staff, for the most part, plays a 
supportive role to bands and tribal councils that manage their own 
programs and deliver their own services," Mrs. Martin said. "AFAs allow 
First Nations to set their own priorities, design their own programs and 
enable the leadership to be accountable to their people."

Ontario.

"In addition to 
the marked and unmarked burial sites that dot the property, the legacy of 
the former residential school and its impact on our people further bonds 
us to this land." 

A recent meeting between the Minister of State for Native Affairs and 
Treaty #3 Area Tribal Chiefs confirmed the mutual intent to move this 
issue to the negotiations stage. It is expected that an initital meeting will 
take place in early September.

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Plain Language Institute Established 

Joint funding totalling $500,000 for each of three years will be used to 
establish and maintain a Plain Language Institute in the Province of British 
Columbia. The Plain Language Institute wiU oversee the introduction of 
simple and clear language into legal documents used by government and 
the business community. 

"British Columbians have a right to understand the laws that govern 
them," Attorney General Bud Smith said. "We need to make sure that legal 
services and legal documents are understandable to everyone and that 
access to programs and methods for introducing plain language initiatives 
are available in every region of the Province." 

Alec Robertson, Chairman of the B.C. Law Foundation, pointed out that 
the Foundation has a commitment to supporting community services 
which help make the justice system understandable and accessible. "I fee' 
the Institute will be an important contribution to the community and will 
allow us to co-ordinate efforts to introduce plain language principles and 
products in law firms, financial and business concerns and local 
governments." 

Smith joined Robertson in pointing out that "by jointly funding this 
project we can work to identify existing plain language resources and the 
strategies needed to implement plain language policies; we can also 
conduct evaluation research on the success of the plain language 
program." 66 

The Plain Language Institute of British Columbia Society will operate as 
an incorporated society with a board of directors.

cost, (2) reasonable labour costs, (3) excellent geographic location, (4) 
possible tax exemptions, and (5) access to special government funding 
programs available only to Native Canadians. 

B.E.D.Co. will be offering long-term leases of fully serviced parcels of 
land in the industrial park, at rates significantly below those available 
from other rural municipalities. 

Rural wage rates are already below the level that must be maintained 
in major urban centres. On the Siksika Reserve, labour costs can be even 
lower, since a variety of programs can be applied to reduce the level of 
wages actually paid by the employer. 



The location of the Siksika Reserve offers proximity to the city of 
Calgufy, without the high cost. As trade patterns undergo adjustment 
with the implementation of the Free Trade Agreement, locating on the 
Reserve will help new ventures enter an increasingly competitive market 
with a significantly lower cost structure. 

Under some circumstances, business ventures located on Indian 
reserves enjoy special tax privileges. There are also many government 
incentive programs aimed at supporting economic self-sufficiency among 
Canada's Aboriginal people, and some specifically targeted at promoting 
joint ventures with non-Native interests.
